FEDERAL AND STATE CIVIL SER- 
VICE REFORM. 

(HE NEW-YORE STATE ACT REGARDED A8 
MUCH MORE EFFICIENT THAN THE NA- 
TIONAL ACT--MR. BURT’S POSITION. 

Wasuinerton, June 8.—The attention of 
fhe friends of civil service reform here has 
been directed to some of the differences be 
tween the National Civil Service act and that 
passed by the New-York Legislature, and it is 
found that in some respects the State act has 
been constructed much more reasonably than 
the other, In the first place, the Commission- 
ers for the State get only $2,000 each a year. 

The United States Commissioners receive 

$3,500 a year. The State pays to the 

Chief Examiner $3,600 a year, while 

the national Chief Examiner gets only 

$3,000. As the Chief Examiner is 
the executive officer, the justice of compensat- 
ing him at jeast as well as the Commissioners 

Is apparent. It is learned here that Mr. Silas 

W. Burt was not easily secured for the posi- 

tion he has accepted. He accepted the posi- 

tion of Chief Examiner with extreme reluc- 


tance his friends say, because it meant the 
abandonment of two promising projects, and 
the deferment of such employment as would 
be at once permanent and. so lucra- 
tive as to enable the acquirement of 
tnat competency which is required for 
kn assured support of those dependent upon 
him. President White, who at first enter- 
tained the hope of accepting the Commission- 
ership, made such acceptance contingent upon 
Mr. Burt taking the place of Chief Examiner, 
and when he decided to decline Mr. Burt was 
ko far committed that the earnest desires of the 
friends of civil service reform in New-York 
decided the affair, though Mr. Burt strenu- 
pusly held off for several days. The proffer of 
the place to him would have become public 
roon, and a second declination toserve the cause 
would, it was thought, have injured his repu- 
tation. He knew thet whether he accepted or 
feclined there were persous who would abuse 
him. While the attacks of these persons could 
not affect him, he could not bear the thought 
that friends of reform sbouid consider bim as 
sbrinking from this new burden. Friends of 
reform here, who have examined the State 
act, say that it is an astonishing piece 
of legislation, in scope beyond anything 
yet attempted, exceeding the Federal act in 
‘thoroughness, and applying to the whole 
State service instead of a partof it. Theeighth 
section, relative to cities, would have been 
drawn in stronger outlines had there been the 
slightest conception that the bill would have 
been so irresistible. The political assessinent 
gections exceed anything hitherto contem- 
plated by the friends of civil service reform as 
possible. Inthe extraordinary power of in- 
huiry conferred by sections 15 and 16 there 
nre believed to be opportunities for such a dis- 
rlosure of municipal and county abuses as will 
form a firm foundation for further legislation. 
The municipal government of large cities is 
regarded as the most important objective 
‘point of reform, and the State act is commend- 
ed as furnishing a clear pathway to it.

MR. MERRICK’S CLOSING WORDS. 
MEE LONG SPZEECK ENDED AND THE TRIAL 
NEARLY FINISHED. 

WasHINGTON, June 8.—Between 2 and 3 
o’clock this afternoon Mr. Richard T. Merrick 
closed his address to the jury in the star route 
case, after he had been speaking for about nine 
court days. Wien he had finished and thanked 
the jury for their attention, the spectators, 
torgeiting for the moment the place and the 
decorum exacted from all spectators, broke 
forth in applause, which Judge Wylie severely 
checked. ‘The room was more densely thronged 
than it had been on any previous days 
during this trial, and neither counsel, jury, 
nor lookers-on exhibited any signs 
of fatigue. From the beginning to 
the end the address has been a remarkable 
pre. Mr. Merrick had mastered the vast mass 
pf detail involred in the case, and his genius 
for appropriating the strong points and pre- 
senting them graphically enabled him to group 
the facts in such a way as to show clearly the 
ronspiracy of the star route robbers, their 
methods of filching from the Treasury, and 
their clumsy expedients for concealing from 
the jury the evidences of their guilt. Brady, 
the Dorseys, Miner, and Vaile were successive- 
ly beld up to the light, their desperate ex- 

edients examined and laid bare, and 
the attempts of their counsel to confuse and 
fivert the attention of the jurors from their 
primes, made as apparent as ths sun itself. 
Many details of the case upon which Mr. Mer- 
rick could have dwelt with good effect he was 
pompelled to neglect, his protracted speech 

aving exhausted him if it had not proved 
rksome to his hearers, The universal opinion 
pxpressed by lawyers here is that the speech 
was one of the most symmetrical, complete, 
nnd convincing analyses of a case ever heard 
\n the District courts. During the last days 
pf his speech Mr. Merrick has received repeat- 
sd graceful attentions from his admirers in the 
shape of bouquets and baskets of flowers. To 
» handsome basket which stood on his desk 
this morning was attached a card inscribed: 
“To Hon. R. Merrick, froma friend, I don’t 
remember.’’ 

The jury was to-day allowed to go free until 
Tuesday, as the court does not regard it neces- 
sary that the jurymen should hear the argu- 
ments on the prayerson Monday. There is, 
perhaps, no reason for the solicitude on the 
part of many people lest the jurymen should 

o astray during the three days before 
ay will be called upon to render a verdict. 
The only reason for a suspicion so unjust to 
honest jurymen is, perhaps, the extreme con- 
fidence on the part of the star route people 
‘hat their friends, the defendants, will ail be 
(acquitted. Their confidence is certainly not 
basec upon the evidence. Ifit is based upon 
individual private expressions of the jurors the 
defense is on much more intimate terms with 
tire jurors than the prosecution has been,

THE NEW-BRUNSWICK POST OFFICE. 
ws. JOHN F. BABCOCK APPOINTED POST- 
MASTER. 

Wasurxeton, June 8.—President Arthur 
settled the centest for the New-Brunswick 
(N. J.) Post Office to-day by selecting Mr. John 
F. Babcock, editor of the Fredonian, to suc- 
reed Levi D. Jarrard, The efforts made on 
behalf of Mr. Van Deventer had lacked noth- 
ing of suecess except the announcement by 
the Postmaster-General of his appointment, 
for itis said that the President had sent his 


mame to the department when his attention 
was directed by Senator Sewell to the 
recemmendations presented by Mr. Bab- 
cock. These had not been carefully 
read, for upon an examination they were 
found to contain not only the names 
and letters of nearly ali the prominent Repub- 
licans of New-Jersey, a comprehensive list of 
the editors of the State, and a formidable ar- 
ray of signatures of citizens of New-Bruns- 
wick, but the namealso of the Democratic 
Governor, Ludlow, and others, When the 
— had read over the elaborate paper 
e inquired with an amused expression: ‘Is 
there anybody in New-Jersey who doesn’t 
want Babcock appointed?’ The nomination 
was considered by the Cabinet and the result 
f the deliberations was that this afternoon 
Mr. Babcock was provided with the papers 
pecessary to be made out in qualifying for tne 
place, and to-night he left tor his home, 
whither his commission will follow him as 
goon as he has perfected his bond.

by Lieut. Greely. Communication is to be 
made by flag or heliograph. In case of 
being unable to get through the ice on 
the west coast, Lieut. Garlington is 
to meke landings and leave records of the fact 
that assistance is at hand in places where they 
may be easily discovered by Lieut. Greely. 
If caches of provisions are found they are to 
be repaired. It it is found wholly impossible 
to proceed northward, the party is to land 
and .prepare to remain until relieved next 
year, while the relief vessel is to be sent back 
to St. John, Newfoundland. In case of 
making such a landing, or if the ves- 
sel becomes frozen in, Lieut. Garlington 
is to lead a sledge party to meet Lieut. Greely. 
In this and other matters he will follow the 
instructions of Lieut. Greely, dated Aug. 17, 
1881. Two scientific observers, three expe- 
rienced ice men from St. Jobu, and a number 
of Esquimaux will accompany the expedition. 
The Yantic will accompany the relief party 
asfar as Littleton Island. 1f Lieut. Greely 
is found he willtake command. Lieut. Gar- 
lington carries a letter to Lieut. Greely in- 
structing him to return to this country atonce.

MINER’S NEW MAIL CONTRACT. 

WHAT THE POSTAL OFFICERS SAY—BRADY 
THINKS THE LAW WAS VIOLATED. 

Wasuincton, June 8 —Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General Elmer insists that the 
Post Office Department has no alternative in 
awarding the Fort Niobrara and Deadwood 
route to John R. Miner, except that of 
omitting to put on the service atall, The law 
says that the contract shall be awarded to the 
lowest bidder, but that the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral shall not be bound to consider the 


bid of any person who has willfully or 
negligentiy failed to perform a former 
contract. John R. Miner was the lowest bid- 
der. He had never neglected or failed to per- 
form a contract, and Mr. Elmer says he could 
not take into consideration the fact that he 
had been indicted, or even that he had been 
convicted, on a former trial. Bothj;Mr. Elmer 
and Contract Clerk Lyman say that the con- 
tract was given out because it was believed 
public necessity required it, If it can beshown 
that there is no public necessity for the ser- 
vice it will probably be discontinued. To 
those who are disposed to find fault with 
the award of the  thirteen-thousand-dollar 
contract to Miner just at this time, it seems 
that it would have been an easy matter to re- 
ject ali the bids and postpone the service 
rather than have it appeur that the Post Office 
Department was extending comfort to one of 
the men who had conspired to rob the Treas- 
ury through the Post Office Department. 

Postmaster-General Gresham relies upon 
Gen. Elmer in this matter, for in answer to a 
reporter’s inquiries to-day as to whether be 
would reply to Senator Van Wyck’s letter he 
said: ‘*Il don’t know that it is necessary. 
Senator Van Wyck came to see me 
the other day and said that he thought 
the service was unnecessary. He asked 
me to have the matter looked into 
and I said thatit would be. Idon’t think that 
any further statement on my part is veeded. 
The matter is in the hands of Gen. Elmer, and 
he is competent to attend to it. No ore doubts 
Mr. Elmer’s integrity or efficiency, or would 
suspect him of doing an improper act, and 
Mr. Lyman’s honesty is not questioned.” 

Mr. Thomas Brady is supposed to be tolera- 
bly familiar with the Post Office regulations 
concerning star routes, and his opinion of this 
case is interesting, as expressed to-night in his 
paper. the Critic. He maintains that there 
has been a flagrant violation of the law by the 
Contract Bureau. Waiving the question of 
public necessity, the article referred to says: 

“The route from Niobrarato Deadwood was ad- 
vertised in a miscellaneous advertisement to be let 
March 4, for the term of three years. At the time 
stated the route was not let, bidders being in- 
formed that it had been concluded not to let the 
route, and the checks deposited with the bids 
were returned. Jobn R. Miner was the lowest bid- 
der. Some two months after, at the solicitation of 
Senator Manderson and Representative Valentine, 
the determination of the department not to put 
service upon the route was reconsidered and re- 
versed. Thereupon the contract office calied upon 
Mr. Miner, the lowest bidder under the advertise- 
ment, to return his check and accept the service 
under his bid. Mr. Miner did this and 
was aecorded the service for three years 
and executed his contract. The violation 
of law consists in this: That haviog refused to let 
the service at the proper time. and having returned 
all checks accompanying the bids for this service, 
the service could only be let as temporary service 
for one year, and that after properly notifying the 
public by means of the builetin-board and inviting 
competition. As it was, it was really let for $13,000 
per year for three years without competition.” 

It is customary in the Post Office Depart- 
ment to award contracts immediately after 
the bids are examined, to give the contractors 
time, to prepare for the service undertaken. 
Contract Clerk Lyman says it is doubtful 
whether any one could have been found will- 
ing to stock the route of a temporary service, 
as the cost would be so great that it would be 
impossible to get any profit out of it, 

The Fost will publish to-morrow an inter- 
view with Miner, in which he says: ‘‘ This route 
was advertised to be let at theletting of March 
4last. I wasa bidder onannmber pf routes 
advertised to let at that letting, and was the 
lowest bidder on this route; my bid was 
$12,980. In consequence of criticisms that 
were made in regard to it in the Sen- 
ate by Senator Van Wyck, the depart- 
ment bas determined not to award a contract 
for that service. I had filed with the depart- 
ment, according to the requirements of the 
law, a certified check for $900, and the depart- 
ment having determined, as I have stated, not 
to award acontract for this route, this certi- 
fied check was returned tome. In the latter 
part of April last I was informed by the de- 
partment that they contemplated putting on 
the service, and was asked whether I would 
perform the service at my bid. I replied that 
I would. I was thenusked to puta proposition 
on file to that effect, which I did. I was also 
asked to deposit a certified check for the 
amount required—$900—which I also did. A 
few days after this the department sent to me 
at the Court-house by Mr. Blackmar, who has 
been attending the pending trial as one of the 
Government’s assistants, a contract to be exe- 
cuted by me for this service. I executed the 
contract in the court-room, and took the neces- 
sary contractor's oath before the Assistant 
Clerk of the court, Mr. Williams, in the court- 
room. It was witnessed there, and Mr. Vaile 
signed the contract as surety. These are the 
fucts so far as I am concerned.”

A GRANDMOTHER CHARGED WITH MUR-

WILKESBARRE, Penn., June 8.—A dead 
body of a child, apparently about a day old, was 
found floating in the Susquehanna yesterday, with 
a beer bottle attached to its neck. An investiga- 
tion into the facts of the ease leads to the fol- 


lowing result: Several years ago a widow with 
her four children removed to Canada from 
Plymouth, Tbe mother returned soon afterward 
and warried a man named Peterson, leaving her 
children in a home in Canada. About a 
month ago, the eldest daughter also returned to 
Plymouth, and while there gave birth to achild. 
The grandmother said she would relieve her daugh- 
terfrom any further embarrassment by placing 
the chiJd in the Children’s Home here. The mother 
willingly gave her consent, and the child was taken 
away. It is supposed that Mrs. Peterson then 
killed the baby instead of taking it to the Home. 
She was arrested to-day and held for trial.

MR. BELMONT’S LOST DINNER. 


—_—_»_————— 
WICKED JEALOUSY PREVENTING A GLO- 
RIOUS DEMOCRATIC FEAST. 

Jamaica, Long Island, June 8.—When 
Mr. Perry Belmont shied his castor into the 
political ring of the First Congressional Dis- 
trict in the Fall of 1880 and asked the Demo- 
crats of the district to elect him to the office 
of Congressman he made Capt. Israel J. Mer- 
ritt, of Whitestone, Long Island, his political 
almoner. Through that campaign and the 
campaign of 1882, when Belmont was re- 
elected, that part of the Belmont wealth which 
spread its beneficence politically upon the dis- 
trict trickled or rolled through the fingers of 
the Captain. Hitherto possessed of no par- 
ticular importance in Democratic circles, 
Capt. Merritt, as the right bower of the 
wealthy Congressman, rapidly attained promi- 
nence and importance, Certain politicians 
did not view the intrusion of young Belmont 
and his money into the Ftrst District politics 
with favor, and gave him little or no support. 


But the young man throve, and the Captain 
with him. It is even alleged that Merritt 
owes his appointment as Captain of the Port 
of New-York to Belmont’s influence with the 
Governor. 

Be that as it may, some weeks ago it oc- 
curred to the Captain that glory might be 
added to his patron, and ineidentally to bim- 
self, by adinner in which the Congressman 
should be the central figure and the guests 
and givers of the dinner be Democratic poli- 
ticians of the district and round about, even 
unto the further side of the East River. Prior 
to this and some time in Jenuary, Mr. E. P. 
Doyle, of Staten Isiand, conceived a similar 
project. Mr. Doyle corresponded with various 
Democratic statesmen experienced in the mat- 
ter of eating dinners, and the Captain and 
they became mutually cognizant of each 
other’s plans. In February Mr. Doyle 
sew Mr. Belmont in Washington and 
made him acquainted with the honor intended 
him. A committee eomposed of a large num- 
ber of Democratic politicians, many of whom, 
as it subsequently appeared, knew nothing 
about the matter, was anpointed. Frequent 
meetings were held in Capt. Merritt’s office, in 
New-York, and the dinner was talked over. 
It was decided that the price of each ticket 
should be $12, and thatonly Democrats and 
Republicans who had voted for Belmont 
should be invited. Over 300 tickets were 
printed and distributed. On May 25 the com- 
mittee, through its Chairman, Senator James 
W. Covert, issued an invitation to Mr. Bel- 
Inont to attend a dinner to be given in his 
honor at the Argyle Hotel, Babylon, Long 
Island. On thesameday the invitation was 
accepted and June 9 named as the date. 

But painful dissensions, such as at queer in- 
tervais occur in the Democratic Party, began 
to appear. District Attorney Downing had 
been made Treasurer of the committee. Mr. 
Downing is at enmity with Capt. Merritt, and 
viewed with distavorany scheme which would 
advertise the latter gentleman. Ex-Judge 
Reid, of Babylon, another member of the 
committee, tore his hair when he saw the names 
of his political adversaries, Charlie Duryea, 
of Babylon, and “ Hen” Platt, a lawye--poli- 
tician of Riverhead, on the committee with 
himself. Cther politicians who were not on 
the committee were mad, and said they 
wouldn’t have anything to do with the dinner. 
Then the price of the tickets was pronounced 
exorbitant, and such outiay un-Democratic. 
A funereal gioom seemed to be settling down 
over the proposed festivities. However, the 
preparations went merrily on. Mr. Belmont 
prepared a powerful speech on the tariff. 
Farmer Brooks consulted with Editor Bene- 
dict as to what he should say, and Sen- 
ator Covert arranged an oration in 
which he purposed explaining to the 
tax-payers of Queens County why their 
county taxes are $30,000 more this year than 
last. But District Attorney Downing and 
Judge Ried had looked the field over and in- 
terpreted the mutterings. They knew the 
‘‘expression of your constituents’ appreciation 
of your faithful services” was going to be an 
awful fizzle, and the latter part of last week 
went to Mr. Belmont’s father and told him so. 
Just what occurred at that interview is not 
known, but the lawyers came away 
unpleasantly disturbed and believing they 
had been insulted. Merritt’s influence with 
the Belmonts was greater than theirs, and 
Merritt said the dinner was safe. But the 
Belmonts were alarmed. Pelmont, Jr., came 
down into his district and looked the fleld 
over, and bhesaw thatto make the dinner a 
success would be about as bard work as it 
was to face ex-Secretary Blaine in the Ship- 
herd investigation. Very wisely the young 
man decided to give it up, and on 
June 6 he wrote to Mr. Doyle, the 
Secretary of the committee, that imperative 
engagements had intervened which prevented 
him from being present at the dinner, and the 
banquet was declared off. The giving up of 
the p se has created much amusement and 
talk here, where Mr. Belmont is well known. 
He was here during the morning. The fiasco 
was generally considered ridiculous. It is 
probable that a harmless and inexpensive 
clambake will be substituted during the Sum- 
mer for the wild hilarity of the twelve-dollar 
dinner. 


BELMONT ON A SHOE-BOX, 

Mr. Beimont sat solitary and sad in his 
office:yesterday afternoon. ‘‘I have nothing 
to say,” he remarked to a Times reporter who 
asked him why the dinner had been given up. 
‘“Why dovyou come to me anyway?’ As 
the reporter turned to go away Mr, Belmont 


said: ** I’ve got to be away to-morrow any- 
way. l’m going to—fafter a moment’s re- 
flection] to Philadelphia.” An hour later, 
when the reporter called on Mr. Doyle at a 
wholesale shoe store in Warren-street, where 
he is employed, he found the Congressman sit- 
ting on a shoe-box. When Mr. Belmont went 
away Mr. Doyle said that he came in to tell 
him that he bad got to go to Philadelphia 
with Commander Gorringe.

A WOMAN FIGHTING A RAILROAD.

stead. Forsometimethe track near Wiekatunk 
has been repeatedly obstructed, and several at- 
tempts have been made to wreck trains by the 
placing of stumps across the rails. A carefal 
watch by the railroad detective has resulted in the 
detection of the woman Connelly while in the act 
of throwing stones and sticks at a passing train. 
When Coroner Neafie and Officer Stone arrested 
the woman and endeavored to put her on atrain 
to convey her to court she made a desperate strug- 
gle, and it was all the officers could do to handle 
her.

NO RETAIL TRADE FOR HR. ARMOTR.

Hereplied: “The 
wholesale meat business clves me Lother enough. 


I do not intend to engage in the retail butcher 
business in New-York, Brooklyn, or elsewhere, nor 
to begin mending wind on giass or fixing stove- 
pipes. This is as smalla business in the meat line 
as I intend to be engaged in, though a white man 
is mighty uncertain, and you can’t alwaystell what 
be will do. Iam not interested in any new Eastern 
company started for the purpose of handling West- 
ern meats in aretail way, There isno necessity 
for my doing anvthing of the kind. Weare doing 
a very comfortable business as it is, and the old- 
time oppusition to Western meats in New-York is 
rapidly wearing away.” 


AFFAIRSIN FOREIGN LANDS 


AMERICAN AND TURKISH COMMER- 
CIAL RELATIONS. 

THE PORTE’S TARIFF MEASURES AND MINIS- 
TER WALLACE’S PROTEST—WHAT THE 
PORTE PROPOSES TO DO, 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 8.—The Porte 
recently informed Gen. Wallace, the United 

States Minister, that the commercial treaty 

between Turkey and the United States would 

terminate on March 13, 1884. The Turkish 
tariff expired on the same date of the present 
year. After the termination of the treaty the 
importation of all American meats, lard, and 
similar produce will be prohibited. The Porte 
has virtually increased the duties on spirits 
by compelling their storage at Smyrna. 
It also maintains its ‘demand relative 
to the storage of petroleum. No Amer- 
ican delegate has been appointed to 
negotiate with Turkey a new tariff, although 
the appointment of one bas been twice re- 
quested. Gen. Wallace has protested that the 


above measures are arbitrary, and claims that 
American goods under the treaty of 1830 are 
entitied to the most favored nation treatment. 
The relations between the Sultan and Gen. 
Wallacecontinuefriendly. The former has or- 
dered the payment of all private claims of 
Americans on Turkey, and claims amounting 
to £38,000 have already been paid. 

In relation to the protest of Gen. Wallace it 
may besaid thet the Porte was desirous of 
making a new tariff on the basis of an 8 per 
cent. ad vaiorem duty. but the powers ob- 
jected on the ground that the tariff was not 
alterable until the expiration of the commer- 
cial treaties. The Potte pointed out that this 
was impracticable, as the treaties expired on 
various dates. Almost all the Ambassadors 
recognized the validity of this argument and 
consented to appoint delegates to effect an ar- 
rangement of the tariff.

in Albauia between a force of Turkish 
troops, under the command of Assym Pasha, 
anda bodyof Castratis. The Turks are re- 
ported to have lost 1,300 men and the Castra- 
tis 500, The Turks have defeated the Malis- 
soris, The latter are in full retreat. Their 
Villages are in flames. 

Lonpbon, June 8.--In the chess tournament 
to-day Blackburne and Noa played a drawn 
game.

The 7imes’s correspondent at Paris says he 
has good authority for stating that only in the 
event of France attempting to establish water 
communication between ‘Tonquin and Yun- 
Nan will China abandon her passive attitude 
and close ber ports against the French. 

The committee appointed at a meeting of 
influential ship-owners on the project for the 
construction of another canal across the Isth- 
mus of Suez met yesterday and resolved to 
proceed vigorously with the work, especially 
as the statements made by M. de Lesseps at 
tho meeting of the Suez Canal Company in 
Paris are regarded as most unsatisfactorv. 
The assumption of M. de Lesseps that har- 
mony existed between himself and the Eng- 
lish Directors is strongly disapproved. 

A stormy debate arose in the House of Com- 
mons to-day on a motion to recommit the 
Lord Wolseley and Baron Alcester annuity 
bills for the purpose of commuting the pro- 
posed pensions for lump sums of money. Sir 
Wilfrid Lawson, (Radical,) and Lord Randolph 
Churchill, (Conservative,) opposed the motion. 
The latter alleged that an inquiry into the 
Egyptian war was first necessary. The origin 
ot the war, he said, was disgraceful, not glori- 
ous, as the Government’s puppet, the Khédive, 
was the real author of the massacres at Alex- 
andria. Sir Stafford Northcote, (Conserva- 
tive,) supported the Government. The oppo- 
sition to the grants he characterized as shabby. 
The present occasion was not suitable for rais- 
ing 4 question as to the policy of the war. He 
declined to be led by Lord Randolph Churchill, 
and he hoped the House would not be induced 
by the noble Lord to accept a position degrad- 
ing toitskonor. Mr. Gladstone declared that 
Lord Randolph Churchill's allegation in regard 
to the Khédive was entirely at variance with 
all the evidence. Lord Randolph Churchill 
pe ee to give proofs of bis statement if the 

overnment would grant a proper inquiry. 

Maprip, June 8.—It is officially announced 
that the law prohibiting the landing of free 
negroes in Cuba except on payment of $1,000 
has been repealed. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day a mem- 
ber from Cuba withdrew the proposal to in- 
clude a portion of the Cuban budget in the 
Spanish budget.

HOADLY’S PLANS AND RICH ALLIES—PEN- 
DLETON TO BE COUNTED OUT. 

CINCINNATI, June 8.—The Commercial 
Gazette published what follows this morning 
asa dispatch from Columbus. Whether the 
situation therein described is the true one or 
not, it is certain that such a condition of af- 
fairs is what the Republican leaders most fear. 
Here is the dispatch in question: ‘‘ Hoadly’s 
nomination is as good as secured. Gen. Ward 
has hopes, but his strength is disappearing as 
if by magic. Counties that were naturally 
forward and were counted for bim are now 
doubtful, and the knowing ones say they are 
sure to vote for Hoadly. Why this should be 
isa question that puzzles unintiated Demo- 


crats, but a solution is not hard to find. Hoad- 
ly bas formed a combination with Payne, of 
Cleveland, and other rich men in that section, 
and plans have been matured that extend be- 
yond the present campaign and into i884. The 
first step is the election ot Hoadly and a Dem- 
ocratic Legislature, and this is to be secured 
at whatever costin money. It will no doubt 
interest the bovs who do the work in the Dem- 
ocratic Party to know that this will. be the 
most productive campaign, measured by dol- 
lars and cents, that has ever been conductedin 
Ohio. Money will not be wasted, but it will 
be spent by placing it where it will do most 
good. Hoadly will be the Democratic candi- 
date, unless the present slate shaJl be broken, 
and this is not probable. I am credibly in- 
formed that the votes are already secured, and 
that means are at hand toincrease the number 
if it shall be found necessary. 

‘The programme that hasbeen marked out, 
it may be weil to observe, does not include 
Senator Pendleton. If if succeeds he will not 
be re-elected to tho Senate, nor will he have 
any show as a Presidential candidate.

COLUMBUS, June 8.—There is already an ap- 
pearance of nervousness among prominent 

emocrats lest the decision of the Supreme 
Court on the constitutionality of the Scott 
law, which is now being argued by Judge 
Hoadly on behait of the liquor-deaters, 
should not be reached before the ussem- 
bling of the Democratic State Convention, 
The court is bebind in its decisions on many 
very important case3 that were argued some 
time ago, one being the Stare against Hamil- 
ton County, involving nearly $100,000. One 
ot the Judges hes been ill, and yesterday, 
when the argument in the Scott case was ve- 
gun, hed to Le carried from his cartiage to 
the court chamber. Another of the Judges is 
necessarily absent because of family aftiliction. 
Those familiar with Supreme Court proceed- 
ings are of the opinion that, under existing cir- 
culnstances, the court will be unab’'e to reach 
a decision on the Scott law before the day an- 
nounced for the Democretic State Convention, 
the 2ist inst. This impression prevails to such 
an extent that some of the prominent friends 
of Judge Hoadly have been quietly consider- 
ingif it might not be advisable to postpone 
the convention until the decision has been 
made. To hold the convention before know- 
ing whether the !aw will stand or not is looked 
upon with disfavor, especially by the friends 
of Judge Hoadly.

CLEVELAND, June 8,—The labors of the 
thirty-fourth annual session of the American Medi- 
cel Association were concluded to-day at the 
morning session. In the case of Dr. D. H. Good- 
willie the Council decided that the registration of 
Dr. Goodwillie be canceled and the annual dues 
returned to him. This action was taken on ac- 
count of Dr. Goodwillie’s connection with the 


New-York State Society, which is heretical in its 
adherence to a code different from that of 
this association. Dr. Foster Pratt. of Michi- 
gan, introduced a resolution requesting that 
Congress be urged to vonsider the im- 
portance of a competent medical and sanitary 
service on board of all transoceanic and passenger 
vessels; that 2 committee of fivo be appointed to 
promote the object and report at the pext session. 
Dr. Keilar, of Arkansas, offered a resolution that 
in the very near future, if not now, cremation will 
become a sanitary necessity in the large cities 
aud populous districts of the country. A com- 
mittee was appointed by tbe chair, the. duty 
of which it shall be to look after the 
surgical service aboard steamers and other ocean 
vessels. The committee is as follows: Dr. A. N.

HIGH LIOHNSE IN ILLINOIS. 
—__—~>—__--—— 
THE BILL ADOPTED IN THE LEGISLATURE 
AND TO GO INTO FORCE JULY 1. 

CrIcaGo, June 8.—The victory won in the 
Legislature at Springfield to-day in favor of high 
license creates much enthusiasm among the friends 
of the measure in this city. It is regarded as the 
most important legislation which has been accom- 
Dlished in Ilinois in 20 years. The Honse Dill will 
pass the Senate early next week and will promptly 
receive the signature of Gov. Hamilton. It fixes 
the whisky license at $500 and the beer license at 
$150. The bill further provides that County Boards 
may grant licenses to keep as many dram shops in 


their county as they may think the public good 
requires, upon the application by petition 
of a majority of the legal voters of the 
town, if the county is under township 
organization; if not, of a majority of the voters of 
the election precinct or district where the dram 
ehop is propesed to be located. Persons having a 
one-hundred-and-fifty-dollar lleense to sell malt 
liquors only who shall, directly or indirectly, sell 
or give anv intoxicating liquors other than malt 
liquors in any quantity, to be drank upon the prem- 
ices or in er upon any adjacent room, buildiug, 
yard, or place of public resort, shall for each of- 
fense be fined not less than $20 nor more than 
$100, or confined in the County Jail not less than 
10 nor mere than 30 days, or both, in the discretion 
ofthe court. The penalties may be enforced by 
indictment or information in any court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction. cr the fines only may be sued for 
and recevered before any Justice of the Peace of 
the proper eounty. and in case of conviction the 
offender shall stand committed to the County Jail 
until the fine and costs are fully paid. A con- 
viction forfeits the license, and the court ren- 
dering judgment upon such conviction shall in 
such judgment declare a forfeiture of the license, 
Permits may be granted to pharmacists for the 
sale of liquors for medical, mechanical, sacra- 
mental. and chemical purposes only, under such 
restrictions and regulations as may be provided by 
ordinance. The Dill dves not fix a maximum 
license in any eity, town, or village in the State, 
but it is iron-elad in its provisions that a spirit 
a shall cost at least $500 and a malt license 

150. 

In order to pass the measure in the House 77 
votes were required. The low license members 
have fought for three months to prevent the ma- 
jority in the House from ceelaring themselves on 
this bill. A large corruption fund was employed, 
aud several members were seduced from their de- 
clared allegiance to the bill by the most shameful 
means. Uponthe final division to-day the bili re- 
ceived 79 votes; 70 Republicans and 9 Democrats 
voted vea, 51 Democrats and 4 Republicans voted 
nay. The actual absentees were: Republicans, 1; 
Democrats, 11. The dodgers were: Repubiicans, 
2; Democrats, 3. t the rounieipal election in 
Chicago last April Carter Harrison was re-elected 
on the low license platform, Tbeaction at Spring- 
field to-day virtuaily discounts Harrison’s victory. 
‘The bill goes into effect on July next. It is thoavht 
it wili wipe out at least 1,000 grogzgeries and slums 
in Chicago, 
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A VETERAN OARSMAN DROWNED. 
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OF A FOUTR-OARED RACE, 

POUGHKEEPSI£, June &.—The body of Wil 
liam Stevens was found floating in the Hudson 
River here to-day. He was about 58 years old, and 
leaves a wife and six children. He was last seen 
at midnight on Dec. 5, and it is supposed he was 
accidentally drowned. Mr. Stevens, 20 years ago, 
was oue of the most noted oarsmen of the day, 
and was a member of the famous four-oared 


Stranger orew of Poughkeepsie, his fellow-members 
being Zeke Beneway, Homer Wooadin, and William 
Leroy. In June, 1£65, a race for $2,000 a side 
and the championship of the world was rowed on 
the river at this place between the Stranger crew 
and the Biglin crew of New-York City, Barney Big- 
lin being one of the oarsmen. Charles Gausman 
was appeinted referee. The betting was spirited 
and about even, slight odds being sometimes offer- 
e‘ithat the Poughkeepsie crew would wip. The race 
took piace and the boats came in so nearly 
even that the referee sald he would decide 
the race at the Poughkeeps‘e Hotel in 
the evening. At 7 o’cloek a crowd of New- York 
roughs guthered at the Ponghkeepsie Hotel 
and said thatif the referee did not decide the race 
in favor of the New-York crew inside of 50 win- 
utes they would burn the hotei and kil! Gausman. 
The referee was thus compelled to decide the race 
in their favor. There were at least 5,000 New- 
York roughs here. They took possession of the 
city, the trains, boats, and police force. After the 
race, about 7 o’clock in the evening, Stevens 
called at Dobb’s saloon, corner of Main and 
Water streets. As he was descending the 
steps leading to the saloon, an Ulster 
County man named Dumouth, who was coming up 
the steps, accused Stevens of selling the race. 
Stevens, in reply, struck the mana stinging blow 
in the face, causing him to fall over backward in 
the areaway. He was picked up and found to be 
dead, his neck having been broken. Stevens was 
arrested, indicted for manslaughter in the fourth 
degree, fined $150, which he paid, and was dis- 
charged. After this occurrence Mr. Stevens gave 
up rowing.

AN UNAUTHORIZED ATTEMPT TO ARREST 
GAMBLERS RESULTS IN A ROW. 
VILKESBARRE, Penn., June 8.—While 
Trinket and Edwin Thorn were making their 
seconad heat, in the vresence of 4,C00 people, at Lee 
Park to-day, arow occurred which came very near 
endiug in. a riot. John S. Morrison, H. Mitebell, 
W. UW. Becker, and Harry Hamilten, all Western 
men, who had charge of a gambling booth on the 
ground, were set upon by a cang of ruffians, 
headed by a censtable named Tammany, 


who demanded that the men stop the 
game at once and consider themselves under 
arrest. This the men refused todo, whereupon 
Tammany and his posse proceeded to take charge 
of the money and make the arrests by force, strik- 
ing the men with billies and the butt ends of re- 
volvers. In self-defense the gamblers pulled out 
their revolvers, and a scene of great excitement 
ensued. ‘The audience on the main stand made a 
stampede for the scene of the disturbance, and 
soon the whole crowd wasayelling mob. The 
sympathy of the spectators was with the gamblers, 
and cries were heard on every side, “Hang 
the constable and his aids,” ‘“Shoet the 
suckers,’ &o. For a while it looked as 
though the excited mob would carry out 
their threats, one man going so far as to look fora 
rope, when a pistol was discharged in the air and 
the crowd dispersed in great haste. The managers 
of the race course then came upon the scene and 
ordered the arrest of Tammany and bis followers, 
who were unautborized to make thoarrests. The 
racing was then resumed. Many ladies almost 
fainted during the progress of the méiée, and the 
Philadelphia jockeys in attendance on the races 
said it was the most exciting they eversaw ata 
race.

JUDGESHIPS IN POLITICS 


THE ADDITIONAL SUPREME COUR? 
JUSTICES. 

RESULTS OF THE ADOPTION OF THE JUDI 
CIAL AMENDMENT—CANVASS IN THE 
FIFTH DISTRICT—AN ONEIDA SCHEME. 

Utica, June 8.—The Electors of New- 
York will engage next November in the ex- 
pensive luxury of electing 12 Justices of the 
Supreme Court to add to the 34 now on that 
bench. The Constitution and the statutes hav- 
ing been fixed to authorize the increase, the 
time has passed for arguments to prove the 
additional foree unnecessary and the added 
expense a burden that should not be placed on 
the tax-payers. And the tax-payers have as 
little right to complain as anybody. By 
affirmative votes, or by neglecting to vote ou 
the judiciary amendment last Fali, they 
changed, or permitted to be changed, the or: 
ganic law. The Legislature did its part, though 
a few members were brave enough to contend 
that there was no need of so many additional 
Judges. Gov. Cleveland failed to veto the bill 
providing for their election, though he recog: 
nized its objectionable character, as confessed 
in this memorandum which he filed with the 
Secretary of State:

Tam not willing to approve Senate bill No. 234, 
entitled “An aet to provide for organizing in the 
Supreme Court five General Terms thereof, and 
for the election of Justices of that conrt in addition 
to those now in office,” for the reason that I co 
not believe the numberof additional Judges pro- 
vided for in said bill is necessary, and because lam 
satisfied that the increase of taxation which it in- 
volves is not justitied. 

But I think an increase of Judges in some of the 
districts of the State is necessary and proper, and 
in view of the faet there is a question as to whether 
the consiitutional amendment can be acted on by 
the Legislature, except at its present session, and 
the turther facet that there seems to be no prospect 
that any other measure on the subject can be 
passed at this time, I have concluded te allow the 
bill to become a law by the lapse of 10 days from 
its presentation to me, pursuant to the provision 
of the Coustitution. GROVER CLEVELAND. 

Of the additional Judges this (the Fifth) 
district, composed of the Counties of Herki- 
mer, Jefferson, Lewis, Oneida, Onondaga, and 
Oswego wiil elect two, and already enough 


candidates arein the field to furnish all the 
new Judges authorized in the State. Refer- 
ence is here made only to Republican candi- 
dates, as the district offers the Democrats na 
hope of electing a member of their party. 
Some of them have been ‘‘laying pipe’ for’ 
the nomination ever since the submission of 
the judiciary amendment to the people wags 
determined on by the Legislature. Others 
have been thrust into the field by varioug 
forces, one by what is known here as 
the ‘United States Court Brothers-in-Law 
act.” The question of fitness may hava 
weight in the convention; at present locality, 
claims, good fellowsbip, and political affilia- 
tion and activity are the arguments most used. 
By common consent Herkimer and Oswego 
Counties are counted out of the consideration 
of candidates. The former has Judge Hardin, 
at Little Fails. Thelatter bas Judge Churchill, 
at Oswego, while Judge Vann, at Syracuse, 
is conveniently near. Lewis County claims 
one of the Judges to be elected on the 

round that it has never had a Supreme Court 

udge; that its litigants are put to great in, 
convenience and expense by being obliged ta 
make long journeys forsimple orders; that, 
since there are to be as many Judges as thera 
are counties in the district, each county should 
be fitted out witha Judge. The local papers 
have already served notice that ‘‘ Lewis County 
will insist upon its claims and equities in this 
matter, and will confidently ask for one of the 
nominations as a matter of right and justice.” 
Lewis will probably present C. L. Knapp ot 
ex-County Judge Henry A. Turner as its can- 
didate. But it has nothing to hope from tha 
generosity of its sister counties, It may prove 
to be the key to a dead-lock or the beneficiary 
of a combination. 

It is generally conceded that one of the can- 
didates will be taken from Jefferson County, 
which, since the retirement ef the late Joseph 
Mullin, has been without a Circuit Judge. The 
candidates at present are ex- District Attorney 
P. C, Williams, ex-County Judge A. H. Saw- 
yer, and William M. Rogers, with appearances 
in favor of the first numed. 

Oneida County, which has Judge Merwin 
residing in Utica, makes a direct and a specu: 
lative claim for one of.the Judges. It furnish. 
es alarge amount of business for the courts; 
it is easy of access from other parts of the dis- 
trict, has ample court facilities, and any num- 
ber of attorneys who are willing to sacrifica 
themselves to the requirements of the Bench.. 
These constitute its direct claim. Its specula< 
tive claim is even stronger. The law creates 
a Fifth Department and a Fifth General 
Term. At present the Fifth, Seventh, and 
Eighth Districts form the Fourth Department. 
Under the new order of things the Fifth and 
Sixth Districts will compose the Fourth Depart 
ment, to the General Term of which it is calcu. 
lated this district will contribute two members 
and the sixth one. Judge Hardin will natu- 
rally be one of these. Judge Merwin, by vir- 
tuo of his seniority and his high character as a 
jurist, will be the other. These natural and 
proper assiguments would leave Oneida and 
Herkimer Counties without an active Circuit 
Judge, and their probability is held by the 
Oneida Bar to make the selection of one of the 
new Judges from this county imperative. 
The candidates are Wiliiam 4H. Bright, 
William B. Sutton, Edwin H. Risley, 
and Joseph R. Swann, of Utica, and William 
E. Scripture, of Rome. Mr. Sutten is County 
Judge, but has had his mind on the Supreme 
Bench ever since the movement to increase the 
number of Judges took shape. He is the can- 
didate of the Stalwarts. The following ex. 
tract from a circular, dated Utica, May 2, 
1883, shows that he has given careful thought 
to the county’s legal welfare: 

Iam a candidate for nomination on the Repu 
lican ticket and will be happy to have your valu 
able aid inthe eanvass, In the event of my elec, 
tion, can hold the office of County Judge until 
June, 1884—at which time the new Justices entes 
upon their duties—and mv successor will be elect, 
ed forafull term inthe Presidential election o 
1884. From June till December, 1884, the Speci 
County Judge, as the law provides, will act ag 
County Judga When yeu are in the city Ishould 
like to have vou call upon me. _I shall endeavor te 
see you during the canvass. Meanwhile i would 
like to know your Views. Yours, truly.

The candidacy which appeals strongly to 
popular favor is that of Major Bright, whose 
removal from the Clerkship of the United 
States Circuit Court to make room for a 
brother-in-law of Mr. Conkling’s nephew has 
been condemned wherever it is known. Major 
Bright earned his title in the war of the re- 
bellion, and has an emptv sleeve to prove hig 
service and suffering. But patriotism is no, 
his only element of strength in this contest, 
He has been Special County Judge of Oneida 
County, and has the requisite knowledge of 
law and even balance of mind to constitute a 
good Judge. The other candidates are good 
lawyers, and would make capable Judges. 

A scheme is now on foot having for its 
avowed object the prevention of a division of 
the Oneida delegation. It takes the form ofa 
petition addressed to Charles H. Searles that 
he conduct a canvass of the Republican law- 
yers of the county as to their preference 
among the candidates named herein. He is 
asked to address circulars to each lawyer ask~ 
ing him, in the interests of harmony and a. 
Judge, to return within 10 days his choice of 
candidates in a sealed envelope. The envelopes. 
are to be opened in the presence of five wit- 
nesses and the ballots counted. The candidate 
having the fewest ballots is to be dropped and/ 
the canvass continued till one candidate has a 
clear majority of the votes. He is then to be 
declared the candidate of the Bar, and the 
other candidates are to withdraw and help 
to secure fcr the favorite a united delegation. 
Judge Sutton and Mr. Risley consent to the 
scheme and agree to abide by the result, Mr. 
Bright has not agreed to it, and probably will 
not. Itis not learned that Mr. Scripture or 
Mo. Swann bas agreed to it. The opinion pre- 
vails that the proposition is in Judge Sutton’s 
favor, as the advantages of his office have 
made his canvass of the Bar veryeasy. Be-~ 
sides, it originated with his supporters and ig 
generally approved by the Stalwart branch of 
the Bar. Mir. Searles, who is asked to conduct 
the preliminary canvass, is of the opposite 
taction. 

Onondaga County makes a strong claim for

AT HOME IN 1HE WATER. 


CHAMPION SWIMMERS BEATING THE FISHES 
IN THEIR OWN ELEMENT. 

Mr. Willie Beckwith, the champion swimmer 
of the world, and his sister, Miss Agnes, who holds 
the female championship of the same planet, both 
of whom arrived from England a few days ago, 
gave an exhibition of their art last evening ia the 
Natatorium, at Nos. 2 and 4 East Forty fifth-street, 
and tneir performances were really wonderful. 
Willie Beckwith is a short and stout young 
man, 2% years of age, and he seems 
as much at home in the water as 


afish, He went under water last evenipg and de- 
voured two sponge cakes without coming te the 
surface, and afterward drank a bottle of milk 
underneath the waves and then smoked a pipe 
under water, with the bowl above. Jn fpet, it 
would seem hat he might as well stay under alto- 
gether, for if a man can eat, drink, and smoke 
under water during the hot weather New-York is 
at present experiencing, it id folly to come above 
the surface to be roasted. It took fyo minutes to 
eat the cakes, one minute and a half to smoke the 
pipe, and the milk was consumed in one minute. 

r. Beckwith has a reeord, howeyer, ef stay- 
ing under water three minutes. His sister's 
pxhibition seemed eyen more wonderful than his 
own, end as, unlike most female performers, Mies 
Beckwith is pretty, it was more interesting. She 
was attired in flesh tights. and 9 very senlletts 
bodice. She swam on her chest, feet fiat, propell- 
ing herself with her hands; she dressed in a sailor's 
suit over her tights, and took it off on the surface 
of the water; she swam witha small hoop and 
passed her body throuch it at each stroke; she 
walked in th water with her hands above ber 
head, she waltzed in the aqueous fluid, and ghe 
swam with her hands and legs tied. 

Willie Beokwi'h gave an exhibition of the “side 
stroke,” swimming on his side and using both 
arms, by which his father held the championship 
of England 10 years; and he also swam with the 
* oyer-hand stroke,” by which he has won all his 
races jn England. reaching oyer his head while 
jying on his side, and moving with great velocity. 

e swims with allhis body and most of his head 
under water. Miss Beckwith uses the “ chest 
stroke,” striking out with both arms simuitaneous- 
ly,and holds her head high above the water,and is as 
graceful and lithe as a mermaid. Mr. Beckwith 
swam unger ape water, holding one leg ahove the 
surface that he might breathe through his foot, and 
he went underneath and took off a sailor suit in 
which he was attired over bis tights before coming 
tothe top. His sister gave an exhibition, designat- 
ed on the programme as * the prayer," in which 
she swam with her feet, holding her clasped 
hands above her head. This style of swim- 
ming is recommended for steam-b at col- 
lisions and ocean wrecks, as it gives 
one at opportunity to pray for help while he or 
she paddies shoreward. Another exhibition was 
that of the “ Christian martyr,” after the picture 
of that name, in which a maiden clothed in a halo, 
is floating to her doom with her bangs angelically 
clasped on her bosom. This was imitated to per- 
fection by Miss Beckwith, who was towed about 
the tank by her brother to make the illustration 
more realistic. The exhibition closed with ilius- 
trations by the two of bad swimming and diving, 
and the easiest method of eaying life. Mr. Beek- 
with also imitated a porpoise with great effect, 
and Miss Beckwith personated a prepellor to the 
Aife. The two will give exhibitions throughout the

RIOTOUS STRIKING MINERS. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., June &—Information has 
been received here that a band of from 300 to 400 
striking miners left Belleville, lil., yesterday, bear- 
ing a banner having inscribed upon it in bold let- 
ters the words ** Bread or blood.’’ Nobody seemed 
to know their destination or what their particular 
mission was; but various theories soon got- into 
circulation, one being that the _ strikers 
had gone to Pinekneyville to liberate 
the miners who were placed in jail there 
yesterday, in default of bail, for unruly conduct. 


Another theory was that they had gone to Collins- 
ville, where the Abbey and other machine mines 
are situated. The jatter theory is probably cor- 
rect, for very late last night dispatches were re- 
ceived from Collingyille stating that seyeral 
strangers had arrived in town who are Fogarded as 
the advance guard of the main body of strikers. 
Dispatches have heen raopive there ihata demon- 
stration would probably be made at the Abbey 
Mines or the Collinsville pits this morning, but 
whether hestile or merely for a quiet conference 
with the machine workers is not known. Aji the 
men engaged in these mines are well armed with 
revolvers and doyble-barreled shot-guns, and are 
said to be under orders to fire upon any advancing 
party who lay hands on any of the mining prop: 
erty. The party, itis thought, will be about ¢ 
strong when it arrives at Collinsville. 

Later information from Collinsville is that the 
striking miners who were expect d to arrive 
there have not yet appeared. #! fe quiet ere. 
Inquiry from Pinckneyville, yous . and other 
places in the mining distyict, fails fon veal the 
presence of tbe strikers, and there is nforma- 
tion et any of these points of any band or body of 
men moving about the country. It begins to look 
as though the reports of last night were very much 
exaggerated, or that the strikers, after moving 
out of Belleville, broke up and went quietly to their

DR. DAVID PARSONS HOLTON, 

Dr. Dayid Parsons Holton, a well-known 
genealogist of this City, died at his late residence, 
No. 20 Sutton-place, near East Fifty-ninth-street, 
early Thursday morning, in the seventy-second 
year of bis age. Dr. Holton had been gradually 
failing for several months. He leaves a widow, 
but no ebildren. Dr. Holton was born in Ver- 
mont in 1812, and his early education was re- 
eiyed in an academy at Bell’s Falls, in that 
State. hen about 19 years old he was eppeinte 
Principal of an academy at Southwick, Mass., 
where he remained two years. Afterward he came 
to this City and graduated from the Medical School 
of the University of the City of New-York. For 
two years he practiced medicine jn Essex County, 
in this State, and then returned te New-York City 
toreside. In 1858 he went to Europe for three years’ 
sojourn to study at foreign medica! schools and pre- 
pare himself asalecturer. At the breaking out of the 
war Dr. Holton beoaine actively interested in get- 
ting homes for soldiers’ orphans. These homes he 
instituted in several States, and apve largely of his 
own money for thelr support. @ doctor also 
aided in the founding of Cornell University. He 
gave considerable attention to the subject of 
genealogy, and was one ef the founders of the 
Genealogical and Biographical Soorery in this City. 
He dubbed his private library "the genesxlogical 
studio.” He jasued a book giving the genealogy of 
the Winslo fomily, and b an properties a secon 
volome of the time of his death. also trace 
back the lives of the Holton, Parsons, and Farwe 
families and others, in part, as they were connecte 
with those families. ‘The doctor invented new 
names for numerals, which be wanted adopted by 
all countries. He also favored the adoption of a 
fixed time standard, so that it shoyld be 12 o'clock 
at the same hour the world-over. He is said to 
have used up an estate valued at more than §50.000 
in his benevolent projects. The funeral will take 
place this morning, and the body will be taken to 
Southwick for interment.

GEORGE G. PRESBURY. 

George G. Presbury, one of the best knowa 
of the hotel-keepers at Lone Branch, where, in 
company with Mr. Hildreth, he had managed the 
fashionable West End for about 12 years, died in 
his cottage at Long Braneh yesterday morning in 
the seventy-second year uf his age. Mr. Pres- 
bury had been suffering from Bright’s disease of 
the kidneys for some time, and about 10 days ago 
he left his home in Baltimore on the advice of 
his physician and went to the sea-shore, hoping 
that the change of air would benefit him. He 
leayes a Widow, but no children. Mr. Presbury 
was born in Helats. Md., and upon reaching his 
majority he joined bis father in the banking busi- 
nezs at Louisville, Ky. Remaining there for several 
years, he Gnally went to New-Orleans, and after- 
ward to St. Louis, in both of which cities he®estab- 
lished a banking business and did well. He was 
ambitions, however, to become a hotel-keeper, and 
in 18k gaye up banking and opened the Girard 
House. of Phijadelphia, an Jan. 26 of that year, 
with ir Billings as a pertner. the firm name being 
Presbury & Billings. He managed the Girard for 
nine years, and then, in 1861, he took the lease of 
Willard’s, in Washington, with the late James 
Sykes as a partner. Mr. Presbury remained at 
Willard’s until] 1870, when he secured the lease of 
the West End, at Long Branch, and he was identi- 
fied with the management of this house until his 
death. He wasone of the most popular of the 
hotel men at the Branch, his gentlemanly manners 
and obliging disposition making him hosts of 
friends,

DR. ELIPHALET CLARK. 

Dr. Eliphalet Clark, the oldest homeopathic 
physician in Maine, died yesterday at his home 
near Portland. Dr. Clerk was born in Strong, Me., 
in 1801, and when 23 years old he graduated with 
honor from the Maine Medical School. He at once 
began the practice of his profession in Wilton, 
Me., where he remained six years. In 1830 he re- 
moved to Portland, and that place was his home 
until he died. Dr. Clark was a diligent student, and 
soon gained a large practice. Surgery was more 
to his liking than medicine, and in that branch of 
his profession he became widely known. About 
1886 he began to inyestigate the prineiples of 
homeopathy, the result being that three year 
later he became a follower of that school, He gi 
not publicly practice homeopathy, hewever, until 
1840. Dr. Clark was an enthusiastic homaensthist, 
and he became one of the te ph of that school, 
His influence broyeht many Maine physicians in 
sympathy with homeopathy.

Mr. Alexander E. Kursheedt, Chairman of 
the committee appointod by the Directors of the 
National Rifle Association to solicit subscriptions 
for the purpose of defraying the expenses of send- 
ing 9 team to Wimbledon to contest in an interna- 
tional military rifle match with the British volun- 
teers, has issued a circular, in which he says:

Since I addressed the Acting 
President on the 28th ult. no subscriptions have 
beén obtained by those outside of the committee, 
and our labors fail to reach the necessary amount. 
Nothing hes yet been received outside of New- 
York and Brooklyn, and uB'ess subseriptions to a 
considerable amount are received from Boston, 
Philadelphia, Newark, Washington, &c., before 
Tuesday, we shall report ‘failure,’ and the 
money collected will be returned to eaeh and 
every subscriber, and the National Kifle Associa- 
tion of Great Britain advised by cable that the 
match is off.’’

EXPIATING HIS ORIME. 


ELBERT M. STEVENSON HANGED FOR THE 
MURDER OF HIS AUNT. 

LAWRENCEVILLE, Ga., June 8.—Elbert M. 
Stevenson was hanged here at 1 o’clock this after- 
noon, in the presence of 8,000 people, for the mur- 
der of his aunt, The in.menge concourse of people 
present at the execution had gathered from six 
different counties. The condemned man, after he 
was on the gallows, passed his last moments in toy- 
ing with the rope and looking over the crowd, eall- 
ing out to parties whom he recognized, such as: 
“ Brand, howdy, old fellew." ‘ Golly, Mose, 
didn’t we use to have good times,” &c. He jumped 
to his feet and asked, excitediy: ‘* Is Emory Speer 
here? You ought to have sent him to Congress 
instead of Candler.” It was while in one of these 
rambling utterances that the trap was sprung. 
While he was talking hundreds of per- 
sons asked him if he was guilty, but 
his answers were equivocal, and to the last he 


nejther confessed nor denied his guilt. At 1:07 the 
drop fell. The neck was not broken. After hang- 
ing 40 minutes the body wascut dewn. His wife 
refused to receive the body, but an uncle present 
took charge of it and will bury it in the same 
churchyard where lies the ‘woman he murdered. 

On the morning of Aug. 15, 1881, Mrs. Saline 
Clementine Stevenson, the widow of Van Steven- 
son. was engaged at her home in preparing for the 
camp-meeting to be held on the Thursday follow- 
ing. Three sharp reports of a rifle were heard in 
the air, and two men working in a neighboring 
grave-yard rushed toward the house and found 
Mrs. Stevenson prone upon the ground and writn- 
ingin agony. She declared that she had been shot 
by her nephew, Elbert W. Stevenson, as she had 
while falling observed him running hurriedly out 
of the yard. She died on Oct, 10 following. Elbert 
was found at the camp-meeting grounds disoussing 
the proposed revival of religien. His arrest, trial, 
and conviction followed. He set up the plea that 
it was Loyic, the son of the murdered woman, 
who didthe deed. alleging that he had for years 
been criminally intimate with his aunt, and that 
the son, catching them in the act, fired, intending 
to kill the cousin, but missing him and killing the 
mother. As Mrs. Stevenson had ever borne an un- 
blemished name, this plea created great indig- 
nation. The true reason, however, is understood 
to be as follows: Years before, while Elbert was a 
half-grown young man, an Irish neddler called at 
the Stevenson residence one night about dark and 
was permitted to remain for the night. He was 
never seen afterward, but a skeleton was dis- 
covered in the vicinity. Subsequently it is sup- 
posed that the peddler was murdered by Elbert in 
order to possess himself of his wares, and that his 
aunt had knowledge of the fact, but was not a 
party toit. In i881 Mrs. Stevenson was abont to 
be married to Mr. Hiram Young immediately after 
the eamp-meeting. This aroused fears in Elbert’s 
breast that his seeret would be no longer se- 
cure. Failing to dissuade his aunt from her 
purpose he visited her at such hours as to give 
color to the base charge he afterward made. After 
being sentenced to déath Stevenson's wife, a lady 
of good family, made every effort to seeure Execu- 
tive elemency, which might have been successful 
had it not been discovered that the names of the 
Judge and jury attached to the petition were 
forgeries, Gov. Boynton gave the prisoner a re- 
spite, and he has devoted his time to shamming in- 
sanity. Anodd request made was that he should 
be hanged 1n a shroud, and drop through to the 
tune of “Dem Golden Slippers’’ by the Lawrence- 
ville brass band.

With these two volumes the Scribner Cam- 
paign Series is brought to a close, Its pub- 
lishers are to be congratulated on the marked 
success of their undertaking and on the satis- 
faction they must feel at having made a con- 
tribution of high and lasting value to the his- 
tory of the civil war. Col. Phisterer’s work is 
a book of reference, containing the numbers 
and organizations of the Union armies, a chro- 
nological list of the engagements, with a record 
or an estimate of losses in the more important 
ones and a list of the General officers of the 
Onion armies. The heaviest of the tasks im- 
posed upon the various writers of this series 
has fallen to the share of Gen. Humphreys, 
whose wide military experience,: personal 
familiarity with the events described, 
special facilities for documentary infor- 
mation, and exalted professional character 
amply justified the publishers in selecting him 
for this important and crowning contribution 
to their work. Such, indeed, is the magnitude 
of the operations he has to record that, 
although a volume of about twice the average 
size is allotted to him, apparently the sheer de- 
mands of space have in some places reduced 
the narrative to a slender thread of descrip- 
tien connecting the events, where one could 
haves wished greater amplitude of criticism 
and comment, It is possible that the hasty 
readér, or the young student who should for 


the first time undertake to learn the story of 
this campaign through the compact and te¢m- 
ing pages of Gen. Humphreys, might find 
them too closely resembling a diary of opera- 
tions, and might wish to have the perusal 
made easier by a method which should cause 
the great battles and the pivotal manceuvres 
to loom more saliently out of the general level 
of the narration, each with all its peculiar les- 
sons and its distinctive military conclusions 
grouped sharply andimpressively aboutit. But 
on the other hand it must be noted that the 
method of Gen. Humphreys, less sketchy and 
more solid, is to a large extent the outcome of 
the singularity of the campaign itself, which 
has no matein history. Asthe author well 
says, opposing armies ordinarily come to- 
ether, fight, and then separate, the strain 
ting only a few days, but in this Virginia 
campaign the case was different. The days 
were for fighting, the nights for marching, 
and what with incessant firing and constant 
vigilance, sleep and recuperation were 
little known in the two armies. ‘‘From 
the 5th of May, 1854, to the 9th of April, 1865, 
they were in constant, close contact, with rare 
intervals of brief, comparative repose.’”’ Under 
such circumstances any conscientiously minute 
history must perforce be largely a journal of 
évents; still, it is noteworthy that the author 
often contents himself with acomment com- 
prised in a single, guarded phrase, when those 
who discern, or think they discern, what the 
far-reaching corollaries and consequerices of 
his view must be, and who appreciate the 
value of his professional opinions, would be 
pleased to see them followed out and presented 
at length in the work itself. Looking over the 
dozen volumes of this admirable series, the 
difference inthe temperaments of the writers 
Is striking. Gen. Humphreys’ evidently 
belongs to the class who aim less at 
dealing out denunciation and eulogy 
to one or another prominent actor in 
& Campaign, as the case may seem to demand, 
than at solving old controversies through the 
narrative itself, whose irresistible flow of evi- 
dence and logic quietly removes disputed 
points henceforth from the domain of contro- 
versy without the need of pointing out where 
revious accounts have been erroneous. Yet 
is opinions, put forth in a grave and meas- 
ured way, carry all the impetus of profound 
and stable conviction. If judgments on some 
men and events are indicated with caution and 


reserve, those on others are positive and un- | 


mistakable, and Gen. Badeau in particular is 
handled without gloves; for to an instinctive 
dislike for the occasional inexactness concern- 
ing facts and the jaunty confidence in censure 
which he finds in that biographer, Gen. Hum- 
phreys joins an obvious determination to vin- 
dicate Gen. Meade, in whose operations he him- 
self took part as chief of staff, from Badeau’s 
frequent lashings. 

The aggregate of officers and men in the 
Army of the Potomac, present for duty 
équipped, of all arms and branches, May 1, 
1864, was, in round numbers, according to Gen. 
Humphreys, about 100,000. The Ninth Corps, 
which soon after joined it, numbered about 
20,000, or, on the 10th of May, not quite 23,000. 
Tne Army of Northern Virginia possessed an 
aggregate at this same date, May 1, of very 
nearly 62,000 present tor duty, or about haif 
the Union force. The five infantry corps of 
the Army of the Potomae had recently been 
consolidated into three by the merging of the 
Third in the Sécond and the First in the 
Fifth. Gen. Humphreys, who had commanded 
2 division of the ‘Third at Gettysburg, regards 
this consolidation, though made at Meade’s 
recommendation, as unwise, on the ground of 
the injury done to corps pride, and also for the 
reason that five smaller corps might have been 
more effectively handled in the heavily wooded 
scene of operations than three large ones. To 
the expediency of the overland plan of cam- 

aign against Richmond, the author gives or 
implies his adherence, on the ground that a 
transfer of the army by water to the vicinity 
of the Confederate capital would have been 
anticipated by a movement of Lee to defend 
It, at a distance which would have prevented 
its complete envelopment, while the continual 
extension of the enveloping line would have 
been perilous with Lee’s army still unbroken 
by battle and as strong as in May. 

Grant, then, having directed Meade to make 
Lee’s army his objective, Gen. Humphreys, as 
chief of staff, prepared a plan for crossing the 
Rapidan, and there turning, or partly turn- 
ing, Lee’s right before a general engagement— 
for the Confederate right was tie flank against 
which, for various reasons, it became advisa- 
ble to operate. The immediate result of this 
admirable plan was that in a single day a 
large army, with its artillery and trains, 
marched 20 miles, crossing a river on five 
bridges of its own building, without a single 
mishap or delay. The speedy outcome of this 
movement, as is well known, was the battle of 
the Wiiderness; but Gen. Humphreys em- 
phatically takes issue with Badeau’s 
statement that Grant intended-to bring 
on a@ general engagement on the 5th of 
May. That view, he says. is not con- 
sistent either with the orders issued or with 
what was best todo. He regards the battle 
of the Wilderness as one which was forced 
upon Gen. Grant by Lee’s prompt attack be- 
fore Grant could get through the forest to the 
open country beyond, and he duly suggests 
that it this had not been the case it was very 
strange that Gen. Meade’s chiet of statf should 
have known nothing of the alleged contrary 
intention of Gen. Grant, namely, to bring on 
an engagement in a dense thicket, where his 
superior force might be of little avail, suppos- 
ing. such an intention to have existed.

which cost the Union Army 15,887 men, cf 
whom the killed and wounded alone numbered 
12,485, is described with great detail from 
point to point.. The conclusions reached are 
not materially different from those of former 
historians. Gen. Burnside is considered to 
have been unfortunately tardy, and, on the 
morning of May 6, ‘‘ reiterated orders to push 
forward and attack did not bring about his 
expected co-operation.” When, later in the 
day, Burnside’s corps became engaged, *‘ the 
chief objeet of his movement was not accom- 
plished.” Of this terrible combat in those 
gloomy and mysterious thickets, Gen. Hum- 
hreys well ~ ig that no batile ever took place 
fore dn such ground. ‘But little of the 
combatants could be seen, and its progress was 
known to the senses chiefly by the rising and 
falling sounds of a vast musketry fire that con- 
tinually swept along the lines of battle, many 
miles in length, sounds which at times ap- 
proached to the sublime.” Among the general 
efiicers killed in this battle were Alexander 
Hayes, ‘tan officer of distinguished gallantry,” 
and Wadsworth, who is also described as “ of 
distinguished intrepidity,” while among minor 
commanders who were slain **none were held 
in higher esteem for soidierly qualities than 
Major H. L. Abbott, of the Twentieth Massa- 
chusetts, a brilliant young officer.” 

The quality of Grant's soldiership was seen 
when, at the first deliberate lull in this deadly 
struggle, he gave the command ** Forward,” 
moving pot by rg pei oor Ay: sneer to renew 
the agains s right in the more open 
country beyond the Wilderness. But Lee wet 
alert on his part, and before Grant’s purpose 
pould be accomplished occuvied Snottsvivania 





Court-house. Badeau says that this result was 
due to what he calls Heade's banaers by 
which the cavalry was directed u certain 
minor positions, *‘ Snell’s bridge eg that on 
the block-house, the most im nt points of 
all, being utterly ignored,” Hum vs 
finds little diflculty in showing that Snell's 
bridge was too far out of the way to be used 
by Lee, and that, in fact, he did not use it. 
‘““There was another bridge nearer, close to 
the old Court-house, which Lee did use for his 
trains, but which Gen. Badeau does not men- 
tion and apparently knows nothing about.” 

The sanguinary engagements designed to 
foree the impregnable position of Spottsylva- 
nia cost the Union Army 17,723 men, of whom 
all save 2,001 were killed or wounded, Badeau 
makes the losses over 4,000 less, but here, as in 
the Wilderness and other engagements of the 
campaign, Gen. Humphreys shows his reckon- 
ings to be wrong, atid points out the specific 
sources of error. In describing the operations 
at Spottsylvania the author says it was a mis- 
take to direct Hancock to cross the Po on the 
evening of the 9th instead of at daylight of the 
10th, because it put Lee on his guard, ard it 
wasa second mistake to afterward abandon 
Hancock’s turning movement on the 10th for 
a front attack. In a note on this point he 
tersely adds: ‘‘There were two officers com- 
manding the same army. Such a mixed com- 
mand wasnot calculated to produce the best re- 
sults that either singly was capable of bringing 
about.” Badeau, it will be remembered, 
makes substantially the same observation, but 
“descants,” as a moral, to use the words 
of Humphreys, ‘upon the loss of Grant’s 
spirit and force by his orders percolating 
through three brains before they reached a 
corps commander.” This implication our 
author naturally resents, and in a series of 
notes he points out some instances of unjust 
criticism by Badeau on this battle, showing, as 
hé maintains, that Gen. Badeau was not ac- 
guainted with the ground, and of one such 
criticism he says: ‘‘I have found it to be 
characteristic of the spirit of Badeau’s volumes 
in much that concerns the Army of the Po- 
tomac.” The sea of mud and the intense 
darkness through which the men often 
marched by night, and the frightful car- 
nage which filled tle days at Spottsyl- 
vania can with difficulty be described. The 
Confederate Gen. McGowan notes that ** an 
oak tree 22 inches in diameter in rear of the 
brigade was cut down by musket-balls and 
fell.’ Full justice is done to Hantock’s famous 
assault and capture of Johnson’s division, and 
also to the assault of Col. Emory Upton, whose 
official report of the affair is pronounced to be 
‘“‘an admirable paper upon the manner of 
conducting such attacks.”” Unfortunately, it 
is added, ‘‘ the failure of Mott’s division did 
more than neutralize the success of Upton.” 
A glimpse is given of Warren assaulting con- 
spicuous in “his full uniform.” Among the 
killed at Spottsylvania was Gen. Rice, spoken 
of as “avery gallant officer;”’ Gen. Steven- 
son, “‘ a brave and efficient soldier,” and the 
Sixth Corps commander, Sedgwick, a ‘* mod- 
est, courageous, honest-hearted man.’’ 


The series of movements by the left flank 
which carried the army from Spottsylvania 
successively to the North Anna, and thence 
across the Panrankey and the James, are de- 
scribed with much detail, and the excellent 
maps greatly aid the reader in following the 
transfer of operations to Petersburg. While 
admitting the perfect checkmate which Lee 
gave to Grant at the North Anna, the author 
dissents from those eritics who have held that 
when the two parts of the Union Army were 
separated, in Grant’s bold flank march, Lee 
should have attacked Hancock with the main 
part of his army. ‘“‘ Hancock was intrenched,”’ 
he says, ‘‘and Lee knew well the advantage 
that gave, and he could not afford the 
loss that he would inevitably suffer 
in such an attack. It was only by sur- 
prise at some exposed point that he 
could afford to attack.” The assaults at Cold 
Harbor are described with critical calmness, 
The Union losses there were again very se- 
vere, asin the Wilderness and Spottsylvania. 
Of Gen. Butler’s co-operative movement with 
the Army of the James, resulting in the battle 
of Drury’s Bluff, a clear account is given. Gen. 
Humphreys evidently holds that Butler’s de- 
lay after landing at Drury’s Bluff was his fatal 
mistake. ‘*‘Gen. Butler’s true policy upon 
landing at the mouth of the Appomattox 
would have been to disregard Richmond fora 
time and turn his attention to attackin; 
Beauregurd’s forces in detail as they arrived 
from the south, first taking Petersburg, which 
was then nearly defenseless.” 

The responsibility for the original failure to 
capture Petersburg is, perhaps, not fastened 
definitely upon anybody. The affair is regard- 
ed by the author as belonging to the Army of 
the James, with a little assistance from Han- 
coek, and under Grant's, rather than Meade’s, 
supervision. It is suggested, however, that it 
Gen. Smith bad gone on when he captured the 
salient, or soon after, he would have had 
Petersburg, and it is also added tbat ‘‘ why 
Gen. Hancock was not ordered to march at 
daylight of the 15th Ihave not been able to 
ascertain, He could have done so as readily 
as at 10:30, and it would have brought 
him up to Smith at midday.” Gen. 
Humphreys shows that in the brief campaign 
from the Rapidan to Petersburg, between May 
4and July 1, the,Army of the Potomac had 
lost over 61,000 officers and men, and the 
Army of the James over 7,000, making a total 
of nearly 69,000, of whom perhaps 56,000 were 
killed or wounded, The sick would swell the 
total casualties to a still greater number. The 
losses of the Southerners are not accurately 
known. The Union troops had been greatly 
redaced in efficiency by the need of rest, and 
the loss of many thousands of fine officers and 
veteran enlisted men had brought in the inex- 
perienced to take their places. Still the re- 
bellion had been pressed as never before and 
could not long endure the strain, 

The accounts given of the events of the Au- 
tumn, imcluding the assaults against the Wel- 
don and South Side Railroad, the Petersbur, 
mine, and the costly demonstrations north o 
the James, call for no special comment. The 
fault of the mine fiasco is largely attributed to 
Burnside and Lediie, the latter df whom is de- 
scribed, with perhaps a double-barreled hit, as 
‘‘an officer whose total unfitness for such a duty 
ought to have been known to Gen. Burnside, 
though it is not possible that it could have 
been.” As Ledlie résigned and Burnside is 
dead, few may object to putting the greater 
part of the burden on them; and yet, since 
Grant told the Committee on the Conduct of 
the War that the plan, if properly car- 
ried out, “ would have captured Petersburg,” 
it might have been worth while for 
some competent person to be on the 
spot to see that it was carried out. 
Spring of 1865 disclosed that the end of the 
rebellion was at hand. At that time, accord- 
ing to Gen. Humphreys, Grant’s effective 
forces opposing Lee were 124,700 strong, and 
Lee’s, 57,000; but Lee’s had “‘ threadbare, in- 
sufficient clothing and meagre food, chiefly corn 
bread, maade of the coarsest meal—meat they 
had littie of, * * * of coffee ortea and sugar 
they had none, except in the hospitals.” When 
Grant moved out for the final attack, the crash 
was overwhelming. [n these final movements, 
which ended at Appomattox, the author 
played a conspicuous part as the successor of 
Hancock in command of the Second Corps, 
and he now gives an interesting and important 
version of operations which have caused no 
little controversy over the relative degrees of 
credit to be assigned for the successes achieved. 


Gen. Humphreys presents no estimate of 
either Grant or Lee as soldiers, nor can his 
opinion of the former be diréctly deduced. 
His view of Gen. Meado is rather inferential 
than expressed in set eulogy. At least twice 
he calls attention to the impressive personal 
influence of Hancock upon his command by his 
bearing on the field. There is no mistaking 
his high and just appreciation of Wright, 
though it comes only in the form of describing 
that ofiicer’s operations. To the relations ot 
Warren and Sheridan at Five Forks special 
attention is paid. Gen. Humphreys says that 
throughout the campaign there had at times 
been misunderstandings between Meade and 
Warren, “the latter sometimes modifying 
the plan of operations prescribed by the 
orders of the day for the Fifth Corps, 
so as to make them accord with his own toda. 
ment, as the day went on—modifieation which 
sometimes Gen. Meade did not approve—and 
hence something like controversy grew up oc- 
easionally in the dispatches that passed be- 
tween them,” and he suggests that a fear of 
like controversy probably inspired Grant's au- 
thorization of Sheridan to relieve Warren, if 
necessary. Still, he says much in behalf of 
Gen. Warren, and indicates that the reason 
why his manner impressed Gen, Sheridan wn- 
favorably was that “ the latter knew but little 
of him,” citing Gen. Chamberlain’s statement 
that ‘‘ those who did not know him might take 
his deep concentrated thought and purpose for 
apathy.” 

Gen. Humpbreys regards itas a grave mis- 
take to have required Pickett to fight at Five 
Forks, where he was isolated, and says that it 
would bave been wiser to have allowed him to 
fall back from Dinwiddie te Sutherland Sta- 
tion, where Lee's right could baye reinforced 
him; on the other hand, he defends Lee’s poli- 
cy in not abandoning his lines on the nignt of 
April 1 to, attack Sheridan, as the time would 
have been too short fer safe withdrawal. “ It 
does not seem to me necessary,’ he says, ‘to 
attempt a eulogy upor the Army ef the Po- 
tomac or of the Army of Northern Virginia,” 
one with tris abrupt statement the volume

FINANCE DEPARIMENT THEFT. 


CONTROLLER CAMPBELL’S REQUEST TO THE 
GKAND JURY. 

The investigation of the affairs of the Fi- 
nance Department was continued yesterday by 
the epecial committee of the Aldermen. Ex-Dis- 
bursing Clerk William C, Emmet testified that he 
never paid any warrants for interest without the 
presentation of the coupons. Asgistant Deputy 


Controller McDaniel described how bonds are is-' 


sued and how interest coupons are canceled when 
presented for payment. Chairman Cochrane qtes- 
tioned Mr. MeDaniel about the E. D. Gale defalca- 
tion, and witness said Gale's acéounts were not 
inspected by the Controller until suspicious cir- 
cumstances arose. Concerning the Carroll frauds 
Mr. McDaniel said he believed that $148,630, as 


found by the Controller, was the correct amount. 
He did not consider the book in which paia eou- 
sey were posted of any ube in discovering frauds. 

he accusation of the Commissioners of Accounts 
that the Finance Department was bordering on a 
state of <demoralization, Mr. McDaniel said, 
was a8_ siander. he clerks were not 
lax, and dia attend to their duties. The 
witness declared there was no shadow of 
ground for the theory that counterfeit bonds or 
coupons Were used by Uarroll. He had never seen 
a counterfeit bond orcoupon. The genuine bonds 
were of many series, skillfully engraved, and to 
counterfeit thém would cos} more than could be 
realized by eounterfeiting. If the Commissioners 
of Accounts had faithfully done their duty in 1879 
they would have feund the fraud as soon as Car- 
roll began bis peculations. 

Deputy Controller Riehard A. Storrs testified 
that when the uncanceled paid coupons were 
found in Carroll’s -desk after his death it was 
believed to be simply a mistake, and the coupons 
were canceled by the Deputy Controller's orders. 
When the additional $11,000 uncanceled coupons 
were found an investigation was begun. Mr. 
Storrs beliéved there had never been any counter- 
feit coupons, and if any had been presented for 
payment they would have been detected. Regard- 
ing the salaries paid to clerks, Mr. Storrs said in 
some cases the salaries were sufficient, and in some 
they were not. Some of the salaries reduced by 
Controller Campbell had been increased to their 
original amount. There were clerks enough in the 
Finanee Department. The testimony of Assistant 
Stock and Bond Clerk Johnson gave no new facts. 
The committee will méet again to-day, 

Controller Campbell bas addressed a letter to 
the foreman of the Grand Jury, Mr. Simon Stevens, 
relating to the coupon embezzlement, which reads 
as follows:

Sm: Itis my duty to acquaint you with the dis- 
covery of a large embezzlement of coupons in the 
stock and bond office of this department, extending 
over 4 period of about three years, and to uest 
that the Grand Jury, the highest investigatin y 
known to the law, will make a thorough and com- 
plete examinatien into the mafter, and make such 
presentment thereof to the court as the facts may 
warrant, To this end I have directed that all officers 
and clerks in the Finance Department shall give any 
information they possess and ald the Grand Jury in 
every manner to make an exhaustive examination,

Foreman Stevens appeared before Recorder 
Smyth, in the Court of General Sessions, yesterday, 
and, after announcing the receipt of the Con- 
troller’s letter, asked the Recorder for instructions 
as to the duties of the Grand Jury in the matter. 
The Recorder — that he had alrendy read to 
the Grand Jury that section of tne Code defining 
their duties, and that in accordance with its 
provisions they were oblized to inquire about 
crimes committed in this County. They had 
the right, therefore, to make such an investi- 
gation as the Controller had requested, and 
to ascertain whether any crime against 
the laws had been committed. There were, how- 
ever, two investigations of thie same subject al- 
réady pending, one instituted by the Commission- 
ers of Accounts, the other by a committee of the 
Boatd of Aldermen. These required the -peetence 
of the clerks of the Controllet’s office. The Con- 
troller himself was also absent from the City. The 
Recorder therefore suggested that it would be well 
for the Grand Jury to postpone any investigation 
until Wednesday of next week, He also suggested 
that the examination be conducted in the County 
Court-house, so that the papers and books of the 
Controller’s ofhee need not be removed from the 
building. The Grand Jury has accordingly post- 
poved action in the matter. ¢ 

To Deputy Storrs Controller Campbell has sent 
the following letter:

MR. M’KEON A DEFENDANT. 


SUED, WITH OTHERS, FOR $100,000 DAMAGES 
BY LEWIS W. SLOAT. 


A suit has been begun in the Supreme Court 
by Lewis W. Sloat against District Attorney Mc- 
Keon, James F. Roberts, Commissioner of Charities 
Thomas S. Brennan, and Lawrence Dunphy, War- 
den of the public institutions on Hart's Isiand. 
In his complaint, Mr. Sloat, who isason of the 
late Rear-Admiral John Drake Sloat, of the United 
States Navy, and a brother-in-law of Mr. McKeon, 
says that his father left an estate estimated 


as of tho value of $50,000, in which he 
was entitied to a one-third interest. His sister, 
(Mrs. McKeon.) he says, was entitled to a life in- 
terest in one-third of the estate. In 1878 his mother 
died, and he became sole Exeoutor of his father’s 
estate. Prior to that time he and his mother had 
begun a suit against Mr. McKeon to reeover cer- 
tain securities whieh they asserted belonged to 
the estate. Notwithstanding this Mr. MeKeon 
apparently preserved some influence over Sloat, 
for the latter alleges that in Juné, 1879, the 
former induced him to give him a power 
of atterney to enable Mrs. McKeon to 
contro] the Sloat estate. To prevent him from 
moving to have this power of attorney set aside 
and from prosecuting the suit for the securities, 
Mr. Sloat charges, Mr. McKeon conspired with the 
other defendants to induce him to visit Hart's 
Island and to keep him there as a person having 
no means of suppert. The alleged conspiracy was 
carried into effeet on July 16, 1879, when, at the 
request of James F. Roberts, a elerk in Mr. 
McKeon’s law office, he went on what 
he supposed was a pleasure trip to Hart's 
Island. Arriving there, Messrs. Brennan and 
Dunphy restrained him, and illegally kept him on 
the island for three years and ten months. For 
their assistance in carrying out the conspiracy, Mr. 
sloat charges, Mr. McKeon, when he became Dis- 
trict Attorney, rewarded his confederates by ap- 
pointing Roberts, a brother of Brennan, and a 
nephew of Dunphy, to lucrative places in his office. 
He declares that his health was injured by his con- 
finement on Hart’s Island, where he was com- 
pelied to associate with vagrants, where he was 
deprived of many of the necessities of life, and 
where the air was made unwholesome by the 
bodies of pauper dead brought from New-York 
and by garbage ana filth with which sunken parts 
of the island were filiedin. Tor this injury and his 
deprivation of his liberty Mr. Sloat asks that the 
defendants be compelled to pay him $100,000 dam- 
agos. His attorney, Mr. John D. Townsend, served 
the complaint on District Attorney MeKeon and 
the other defendants, except Dunphy, yesterday.

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AROUND THH MUSIC STAND.

THE CROWD THAT LISTENED TO THE BAND IN 
WABHINGTON-SQUARE. 

The fifth of the open-air concerts which 
philanthropic citizens in the neighborhood of 
Washington-square are providing for the babitués 
of the pretty little k was given by Cappa’s 
Seventh Regimént Band last evening. The con- 
cert began at 5 o'clock, but long before that 
hour an audiencs began to gather around 
the stand, and when the musicians ap- 
peared over a thousand people gave them 


a weleome. Cappa's stirring march “ Vedette” 
served to attract almost all the young people in the 
vicinity, and when the overture ‘**Zampa” melted 
into the air an immense throng had gathered, 
composed of men, women, boys, girls, children, 
and babies. of all ages and colors, whom the park 
policemen awed into perfect order only for a time. 

Numbers of white-capped nuarke maids, with all 
variéties of babies in all varieties of carriages, 
were on the grass, and gay little giris and romp- 
ing little boys disported themselves among 
them. Sedate gentiemen and ladies occupied 
the benches or stood upon the aspbalt walks, and 
young ladies in bright-colored parasols, of all the 
ifferent hues of the rainbow and many additional 
shades, strolled over the smooth grass, acoompa- 
nied by gilded young gentlemen in coal straw hats 
with variegated ribbons. Healthy-looking colored 
women with shining faces, and dignified young 
ladies of celor in gorgeous costume were in the 
throng, for Washington Park is just off the negro 
quarter of the City, and the colored dude was 
numerous among them, in short coat, tight trow- 
sers, and the most preposterous jewelry. The type 
known as ‘‘gent’” was present to make a nali- 
sance of himself by ogling susceptible servant 
girls, and the more terrible species of small bo 
was abroad, tumbling on the grass, fighting wit 
ethers of his kind, and making the park police- 
man's life more unhappy than that of the ordinary 
guardian of the law is alieged to be. The exhi- 
bition of babies was complete, and embraced all 
the species from the grinning little india-rubber 
idiot, in a soap-box on modern wheels, to the pam- 
pered bald-headed infant of the aristocracy, 
whose carriage was silver-plated and whose 
apparel was of purple and fine linen. The 
Gisplay of spinsters was also particularly fine, 
ane many were the prim and dignified specimens 
who dragged tile-colored pug-dogs over the walks 
and shud ered at the proximity of the vulgar herd 
atthe lower end of the park. The band played 
waltzes, polkas, and galops, and the small boy 
waltzed and polkaed and galloped, as the case 
might be, and when the inspiriting martial air, 
“L’Attaque du Zouaves,”’ struck up, the small boy 
beeame hereic and got his ears boxed by nurse- 
maids and had the same organs pulled by the 
nurse-maid’s particular policeman. After 6 
o’cloek working men, with dinner-pails, on their 
Way home frem factoriés and stores, and tired 
clerks and pretty shop girls stopped to hear the 
music, and the scene in the park was picturesque.

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HOFFMAN TO BH HANGED. 


CONVICTED OF KILLING ZIFE MARKS NEAR 
PORT CHESTER LAST WINTER. 

After occupying a little more than one day, 
the trial of Theodore Hoffman for thé murder of 
Zite Marks, the Hebrew peddler, rear Port Ches- 
ter, on Feb. 1 last, was finished yesterday after- 
noon in‘the Westebester County Court of Oyer 
and Terminer, Justice Barnard presiding. The 
prisoner testified substantially as follows: ‘On 


Jan 311 staid all night at Knox’s, the hermit, but 
had no mask on my face, nor did I demand his 
money or his life: left there at 7 o’elock the next 
morning and walked to Mr. Bouton’s, took Mr. 
Bouton's axe and cuta cane with it ina woods 
near by. I went to Rye at 2 o’cloek and took the 
56:28 train to New-York. When Marks was killed 
I was no néarer the spot than Mr. Botiton’s 
house.” On the cross-examination he said that 
the blood found on the axe was chicken blood, as 
it had been used to kill ehickens with. The blood 
on the handkerchiefs was from his nose and that 
on his hat was chicken’s blood. 

Justice Barnard charged the jury and at 3:25 
o'clock they retired to theirroom. After beng 
locked up just 20 minutes they returned to the 
court-room, which was at the time crowded with 
people, and reported that théy fourd the prisoner 
guilty of murder in the first degree. When Hoffman 
was askedif he had anything to say why sentence 
of death should not be passed on him, he replied: 
* Yes, Sir; I object becanse it has not been proved 
that I was in the locality of the murder. Second, 
it was not proved that the axe I had was the axe 
he was killed with; and third, they had no right to 
take the evidence of Willlam Knox, because he is 
eonsidered erazy."’ The Judge replied that they 
were not valid objections, and sentenced the pris- 
oner to be hangéd on Friday, July 27. Hoffman 
was very much moved by the sentence, but en- 
deavored to bear up stoically. His counsel says he 
does not think he will appeal the case, because he 
thinks he tried it for all it was worth this time.

TRIBUTE TO ADDISON GARDINER. 

SaratToGa, N. Y., June 8.—In the Court of 
Appeals at noon to-day, Mr. William M. Evarts, on 
behalf of the Bar, moved that out of respect to the 
memory of the late Addison Gardiner, formerly 
a Jadge of this court, the court adjourn. 

Mr. Robert Sewell seconded the motion. 

Chief-Judge Ruger, in granting the motion, said 
the court approved the sentiments expressed as to 
the character of the late Addison Gardiner. He 
said: “Mr. Gardiner has worthily filled many of 


the highest offiees in the State, and ceased to be 
employed only by his own desire. Engaged in the 
publie service at atime when his associates were 
among the most distinguished for learning 
and ability, he was always regarded as 
the peerof any. It was his peculiar distiuction 
that he should have maintained for so long a 
period his seclusion from public affairs in the face 
of the urgent demands often made by the people 
for his return. It is now overaquarter of a cén- 
tury since I had the honor of making Judge Gard- 
iner’s arquaintance and, although he was then in 
the possession of unclouded and unimpaired men- 
tal and pbysical pewers, he had announced his 
permanent retirement from ai) public employment, 
He was much employed in the latter part of his 
life in hearing references in the city of his resi- 
dence and his services were eo urgently demanded 
in that capacity that he could not well avoid 
the employment. His calm, judisial temper, 
combined with great integrity, lear iing, and strong 
common sense, made him almost invaluable in the 
performance ef the duties of a judicial arbiter, and 
enabled him to give almost universal satisfaction 
in the eettlement of legal controversies. The high 
position held by himin publie estimation, as weil 
as his position as a member of the original Court 
of Appeals, render it eminently preper that the 
mournful occasion of his death should be commem- 
orated in the records of this court."

in the market outside of the fact that holders did not 
try to sell in the; absence of a demand, and the 
bulk of the business done was in changes from on@e 
month to another. The gap between the prices 
of lard for July and August was slightly wider, the 
latter being discounted 65 cents, July bein moet up 
by the fear of asqueeze next month inspite of big 
stocks. Conservative men in the trade thought, how- 
ever, that there was no danger of there béing any;

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, warm, fair weather, 
followed by slightly cooler, threatening weather 
and rain, winds shifting to south-east and 
south-west, falling barometer. 


The friends of civil service reform in 
‘Washington have made the interesting dis- 
covery that the New-York State act 1s a 
more complete and thorough measure than 
‘that passed by Congress. It applies to the 
‘entire service instead of a part of it, and 
affords the legal basis for the application 
of the reform in cities where it is most 
needed whenever there shall be a public de- 
mand strong enough to induce Mayors to 
take action. As we have heretofore pointed 
out, the provisions against political assess- 
ments are much more stringent than those of 
the national act. That this State has secured 
puch an advanced position on the subject, 
so far as legislation is concerned, is (lue to 
the energetic and persistent efforts of the 
Republican minority in the Legislature and 
‘the fact that the Democrats did not have 
the courage of their convictions in opposing 
it. It now only needs the persistent support 
of public sentiment to make it of real value. 

The Government was fortunate when it 
Induced Ricgarp T. MERRIcxK to assist in 
the prosecution of the star route defendants. 
From the beginning of the proceedings he 
has devoted all his rare ability and energy 
to the work, and his closing argument to the 
jury has shown how forcibly a great lawyer 
can present the salient points of a great mass 
of evidence and brush away the ingenious 
pleas by which skillful opponents have en- 
deavored to obscure the facts. Mr. Mrr- 
RICK has faithfully served the people as well 
as the Government that employed him. 


Political news from Ohio is of a peculiar- 
ly diversified and picturesque character from 
day to day. It is now reported that the 
Democrats have cooked up an arrangement 

‘for nominating Judge Hoapuy for Govern- 
or, and putting him through, together with 
a Democratic majority in the Legislature, 
by a lavish expenditure of money. 
Their plans reach into 1884 and the 
national canvass, and are to be car- 
ried out regardless’ of expenditure. This 
movement, if it exists, is based on the the- 
pry that the convictions of the American 
voter are less to be considered than his cu- 
pidity, but it is quite possible thet a public 
announcement that he is to be bought and 
sold may put up his price in the market to 
jap impracticable figure. In connection with

this news comes the amusing announcement 
that itis the Democrats, after all, who are 
bothered by the delay of the decision in the 
Scott law liquor case. They want to know 
what it is before they hold their convention, 
so that they may know what to say about 
the law and its wicked authors. 

The editor of the New-Brunswick Fre- 
donian has demonstrated the potency of 
recommendations to office when backed by 
a sufficient array of names and has carried 
off the Post Office prize of his town. There 
is every reason to believe that he will ‘make 
a good Postmaster, but why should the 
editor of a flourishing newspaper wish to 
impair his usefulness by running a Post 
Office ? 


At this late day people in Washington are 
wondering why ex-Congressman Murcn is 
prosecuting an investigation of Supervising 
Architect Hriiu, and who is paying the pros- 
ecutor’s expenses. The facts.are sufficient- 
ly patent. Mr. Murcn is a demagogue 
who succeeded in getting into Congress by 
sheer assurance and bluster. He was a 
stone-cutter by trade, and he paraded that 
fact as if 1t were an all-sufficient virtue. He 
was elected partly as a stone-cutter and part- 
ly as an advocate of ‘fiat money.’? Among 
the stone-cutters of his district (the Fifth 
Maine) he has not only been a roar- 
ing, ranting Greenbacker, but a lead- 

r and organizer of the unions of 
his fellow-workmen. The favorite griev- 
ance of the stone-cutters is the abolition of 
the old system of day labor on Government 
buildings and the adoption of the contract 
plan. Murcia has pledged himself to do all 
he can to restore the old system, which is 
simply organized idleness. Murca’s attack 
on Hruu has this extent, no more. As to 
the payment of the expenses of Murcu, as 
prosecutor, if the stone-cutters’ unions of 
Rockland, Blue Hill, Dixmont, and other 
towns in the Fifth District of Maine do not 
pay them they will default in their duty to 
their own hired agent. 


Yet another investigation of the Carroll 
defalcation is to be started next week. At 
the request of Controller CAMPBELL the 
Grand Jury will take the subiect up and 
undertake to find out whether any crime 
bas been committed by persons yet living. 
They can hardly make a presentment against 
CARROLL, and itis to be presumed that 
their efforts will be directed to finding out 
whether he had any accomplices. Mean- 
time the Aldermanic investigation moves on 
with the apparent object of throwing dis-

SUPPORT FOR THE OLD RING. 


A wealthy and powerful merchant dis- 
| covered that several of his clerks had robbed 
him of large sums of money by means of 
the most rascally frauds. Having secured 
their arrest, he prosecuted them with vigor, 
denouncing their villainy and furnishing 
volumes of evidence for use against them. 
In the course of the trial; while they were 
using the plunder in their defense and bespat- 
tering him with the vilest abuse,. he took 
one of them by the hand and led him into 
his counting-room. ‘‘I know that you 
are a rascal and a thief,’’ said he; 
“you have robbed me of thousands 
of dollars, and I am doing all I can 
to put you in the penitentiary. There 
is the open safe; there are the books 
which contain your false entries. I have 
decided to give you again the position which 
you held while you were stealing my money. 
I shall continue to prosecute you and de- 
nounce you; you will continue to abuse me 
and can steal as you did before. Take your 
old desk. If youare sent to the penitentiary 
a few weeks hence I will see that you get 
your wages while you are in confinement.’’ 

Who would believe such a story as this? 
Who can conceive that a merchant in his 
senses would so stultify himself? And vet 
this is what the Government of the United 
States, through its Post Office Department, 
has done in the case of Jonn R. Mrnex, star 
route contractor, once convicted, now on 
trial, and within a few days the recipient of 
a large contract in the mail service—a con- 
tract like those by means of which he robbed 
the Government month after month for three 
years. 

Does any one believe that if Taomas L. 
JamEs had continued to be Postmaster- 
General the Fort Niobrara contract, or any 
other contract, would have been given to 
Mrner with Varie for surety? Let us see 
what defense is offered by Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General Etser, who has done 
this thing. The law requires, he says, that 
a route shall be let to the lowest bidder. 
MINER was the lowest bidder, and the fact 
that he is under indictment does not affect 
his standing before the department. It 
would not be affected even if he should be 
convicted ! 

But is not Mrner’s standing affected by 
the overwhelming proof with which Mr. 
EuMER is so familiar, and which he has fur- 
nished to the prosecutors, that Mrner con- 
spired to defraud the Government and plun- 
dered the Government by means of the other 
contracts which he has held? Mr. Ermer 
and his subordinates have collected and 
analyzed this proof and placed it in the 
hands of those who are prosecuting Mixer. 

The law provides that the department 
“* shall not be bound to consider the bid of 
any person who has willfully or negligently 
failed to perform a former contract.’’ Is 
there not abundant evidence in the posses- 
sion of the department that Miner and his 
associates in the Dorsey combination not 
only willfully but fraudulently failed to per- 
form the service that their contracts and 
affidavits required? The law also says that 
contracts shall be awarded to the lowest 
bidder who shall ‘‘ tender sufficient guaran- 
tees for faithful performance.’’ Is the re- 
quired guarantee to be simply a money 
‘bond? The law also forbids the depart- 
ment to make a contract with any one who 
has attempted to induce other men to refrain 
from bidding. How small is such an 
offense as this when compared with the 
offenses of Miner and his fellow-conspira- 
tors ! , 

Is it not plain to the dullest mind that the 
contract could have been withheld from 
Mrver if the responsible officers of the de- 
partment had really desired to withhold it ? 
There are persons, moreover, who will say 
that even if there were no provision of law un- 
der which it could have been withheld the de- 


partment would have hean justified in with- | 


holding it and in defending itself against 
any suit for’ damages which Mixer might 
have brought. To take this man again into 
the service of the department by giving him 
a contract, at the very time when he was 
undergoing prosecution for his guilty con- 
vection with these great frauds, was to 
laugh at justice and to sneer at the repre- 
sentatives of the Government in Judge 
WY.tz’s court.

THE INCREASE UF JUDGES. 


Especial care ought to be exercised in 
proposing amendments to the Constitution 
of the State, inasmuch as they are likely to 
be ratified by a light vote and with little 
consideration unless they involve some ques- 
tion that touches the interests of the people 
very closely. Much is always made of the 
argument that the people should have a 
chance to pas8 upon the question when any- 
body wants achange made in the Constitu- 
tion, but experience shows that the people 
are apt to give it little attention, and if it is 
a matter in which they do not feel much 
concern they simply neglect to vote upon it. 
As a majority of the votes cast is sufficient 
to ratify, no matter how small the aggregate 
may be, the Constitution may be amended 
by what is in reality a smal! minority of 
the voters. 

An amendment providing for an increase 
of the Supreme Court of this State was sub- 
mitted to the people last Fall. It was gen- 
erally favored by the Bar, and the politicians 
are not apt to oppose any measure for multi- 
plying offices unless it is distinctly unpopu- 
lar. Comparatively little opposition was 
made to this amendment, and it was ratified 
by a vote of 248,784 to 75,644, the total 
being only about one-third of that cast 
for the State ticket. The amendment 
required the Legislature ‘‘at the first 
session thereof’’ after its adoption to pro- 
vide for organizing ‘‘not more than five 
general terms of the Supreme Court,’’ and 
for the election of additional Judges not ex- 
ceeding two in the First, Fifth, Seventh, and 
Eighth Districts, and not exceeding one in the 
Second, Third, Fourth, and Sixth Districts. 
It will thus be seen that the Legislature was 
at liberty to make such provision as was 
needed and no more, but had authority to 
provide for twelve Judges in addition to the 
thirty-four now on the bench. 

The bill introduced in the Senate by Mr. 
ELLsworts and passed by both houses went 
to the extreme limit authorized and made a 
very substantial addition to the expense of 
the judicial department of the State. The 
Governor dealt with the bill after a pe- 
culiar and characteristic manner. He did 
not approve it, and was satisfied that 
the increase of taxation which it in- 
volved was not justified, but he per- 
mitted it to become a law by allowing 
ten days to pass without vetoing it. The 
main reason given for this course was that 
it was doubtful whether the matter could be 
acted upon by the Legislature at a subse- 
quent session, while there was no prospect 
of securing a better measure at the time. 
This can hardly be called a satisfactory rea- 
son. The Legislature wes under no obliga- 
tion to adjourn before it had completed its 
work, and it was the Governor’s duty if he 
disapproved of a measure so important as 
this to throw upon that body the responsi- 
bility of passing a better one or none. 


However, the law is now on the statute- 
book, and the politicians are already begin- 
ning to contend over the nominations for 
the new Judgeships. Inthe Fifth District, 
which is to have two additional Judges, 
there seems to be quite an active canvass 
going on among the Republicans, who alone 
have a chance of electing them. The claims 
of counties are considered in the distribution 
of judicial honors, and the opinions of law- 
yers are being consulted as to the relative 
merits of the candidates, of whom there ap- 
pears to be a liberalsupply. Oneida County 
alone is apparently provided with judicial 
talent enough to furnish forth the en- 
tire bench. The lawyers and politicians 
together seem determined to arrange 
the whole business beforehand with the ex- 
pectation that the judicial convention, when 
it is held, will ratify whatever choice they 
may agree upon. The contest is not alto- 
gether a seemly onc or one calculated to 
command the confidence of the people in 
Judges whose selection involves so much of 
bargaining among interested persons. 


CHURCH AND STATE IN IRELAND. 


Mr. GuapsTone’s explanation in the 
House of Commons leaves no doubt, if 
there was doubt before, that the Pope’s 
declaration against the Land League was 
procured by the solicitation of a representa- 
tive of the English Roman Catholics. But 
it by no means follows from this fact, as has 
been hastily assumed, either that the decla- 
ration will be without effect or that it was 
not ashrewd stroke of politics upon the part 
of the Pope’s counselors. 

The Irish Church has so long been linked 
in the minds of Irishmen and of English- 
men alike with the cause of Ireland against 
Engiand that it is no wonder they have 
come to seem inseparable. The difference 
in religion is probably the most importaat 
single cause among the many which have 
embittered the people of the two islands 
against each other. But it was not 
the original cause. It was because the 
Irish already regarded themselves as 
a persecuted. people that they reject- 
ed the religion of their conquerors, 
and that the English Reformation made no 
way in Ireland. After the Reformation had 
succeéded in England, the establishment of 
the English Church in Ireland itself be- 
came a grievance, and a very real one. It 
became at once the part of piety for Catho- 
lics to stand by a persecuted country, and 
of patriotism for Irishmen to stand by a 
persecuted church, and the result was that 
the Irish Church has been a church of the 
people ina far more accurate sense than 
could be said of the church of any other 
country whatever. Even to this day an 
Irishman who turns Protestant is consid- 
ered to have given the most conclusive 
proof of treason to his country. 

There is no doubt that the attachment of 
the Irish people to the Irish Church is a 
main cause of the backwardness of Irish 
civilization. Without the reactionary influ- 
ence of a medieval church, the Irish migh« 
indeed have relapsed into even more hope- 
less barbarism; but it is more probable that 
they would have been carried along with the 
current of modern civilization. At any rate, 


, 


it is clearly to the interest of the Pope 
that the one people in Northern Europe 
that has remained Catholic should not be 
released from the conditions which have 
made it Catholic, and the most important of 
these conditions is subjection to England. 
Au Irish republic would be, at the least, a 
dangerous experiment to try with the faith 
of Ireland. 


There is another and more practical as- 
pect of the question which may not have 
passed unnoticed even at the Vatican. It 
has been suggested already in these columns 
that the simultaneous increase in the funds 
of the Land League and falling off in Peter's 
pence may have stood to each other in the 
relation of cause and effect, and that this 
relation could not fail to occur to an infal- 
lible intellect. The funds of the Land 
League and of all other Irish movements, 
as well as the Irish quota of the 
Pope’s pay, have come from what 
Sia Caartes Borromeo called ‘‘the 
devout - female sex.’’ In this country they 
are ultimately paid by Protestants in the 
form of wages to domestic servants. The 
Land League and the Church put in rival 
claims upon the earnings of the servant 
girls, who have thus far been the main stay 
of both but whocannot answer the demands 
of both. The eloquent agitators will very 
likely defy the manifesto of the Pope and 
describe that infallible person as a deluded 
old man. They will continue their collec- 
tions for the Land League with unabated 
vigor, and if they are called upon to choose 
between the League and the Church, will 
choose the League without the least hesita- 
tion. But they will be apt to find that a 
willingness to collect money is not all that 
is necessary to raise money. It is the ser- 
vant girls who are to pay, and the servant 
girls will be strongly influenced by a mani- 
festo of the Pope warning them against the 
Land League as a seditious organization. 
Heretofore it has been almost a religious 
duty to the servant girl to contribute to 
‘* the cause of Ireland.’’ Hereafter it will 
be a distinctly religious duty to withhold 
contributions. It is idle to say that the 
manifesto will have no effect. 

Much will depend upon the course of the 
priests in this country. Nearly all of them 
are Irishmen, but we have no reason to sup- 
pose that many are more zealous Irishmen 
than churchmen. If the leaders of the 
League openly advise the Irish-Americans 
to disregard the Pope’s manifesto they will 
alienate their most trustworthy contributors, 
and be regarded by the devout as blasphe- 
mous infidels, which is very nearly as bad as 
being Protestants. On the other hand, it 
will not do for them to pretend acquiescence 
in the Pope’s decision, and they have not 
thus far had much success in attempting to 
explain it away. In fact, the leaders of the 
Home Rule Party are in a situation that calls 
for more tact and discretion than there is 
any reason to suppose that they possess. 





THE BARBED WIRE PATENT. 


The decision rendered in St. Louis by 
United States Judges McCrary, Loves, and 
Treat, in relation to the barbed wire suits, 
although preliminary in its nature, is a very 
important one, and seems to foreshadow the 
overthrow of the barbed wire patents, and 
what the Western farmers and stock-raisers 
call the great barbed wire monopoly. 
The cases resemble very closely those in 
which the owners of the driven well patent 
have been interested, and barbed wire is as- 
sociated with driven wells in the minds of 
thousands of persons in the West who have 
regarded the course of the owners of these 
patents toward them as a persecution. 

About 500,000 miles of barbed wire for 
fences were made in the year 1882, and the 
profits of the makers are said to have been 
between $4,000,000 and $5,000,000. Ex- 
clusive control of the manufacture of this 
wire—now so extensively used for fenc- 
ing in other countries as well as in 
the United States—was gained some time 
ago by the Washburn & Moen Company 
of Massachusetts, under a reissue of the 
original patent. Other manufacturers who 
were willing to pay a royalty were per- 
mitted to make the wire and to seli it, but 
the central company controlled prices. Sev- 
eral firms, some of them in St. Louis and 
one in Iowa, came to the conclusion that 
the monopoly might be broken by appeals 
to the courts, and therefore they began to 
make the wire without acknowledging alle- 
giance to the central company. The Wash- 
burn & Moen Company brought suit against 
these firms and asked for injunctions to re- 
strain them from making barbed wire. Ar- 
guments in support of the motions for the 
issue of injunctions were made some time 
ago, and now the motions have been over- 
ruled. 

Although both parties have been given 
further time to take proof for a final hearing, 
it seems plain that the main question has al- 
ready been decided. The final hearing will 
yield a decision which may be made the 
basis of an appeal to the Supreme Court, but 
the patent has apparently been overthrown 
already, so far as these Judges could over- 
throw it, for it is announced that the injunc- 
tions were refused on the ground that the 
reissued patent held by the Washburn & 
Moen Company is void. 

One. of the questions that were presented 
in this case was considered and answered by 
Judges Sutras and Love in the driven well 
case, recently decided against the owners of 
the patent, in lowa, so that it was familiar 
to at least one of the three Judges who over- 
ruled the motions for injunctions in St. 
Louis. That question was: Is the reissued 
patent broader in its terms than the original 
patent, and does it include improvements 
and principles not set forth in the specifica- 
tions of the original? In the driven well 
case Judges Sarrasand Love found that 
the reissued patent held by those who 
sought to collect a royalty for every 
well departed widely from the original 
and did embrace the application of a 
principle not covered by the original inven- 
tion. ‘‘ The rule is well settled,’’ said the 
court, ‘‘ that a reissue can be validly granted 
only for the same invention which was origi- 
nally patented. If the reissue goes beyond 
this and covers other and different inventions 
or improvements suggested by the use of the 
original invention, it will be void.” There- 
fore the driven well patent was declared to 
be of no force or value. It is said that the 
barbed wire patent is held to be void for the 
same reason, and that the opposing firms in 
St. Louis and Iowa were led to dety the 
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monopoly because of a belief that the courts 
would eventually take this view of the re- 
issued barbed wire patent. 


A CHINESE IMMIGRANT. 


If our transcontinental fellow-citizens had 
intended to transfer their favorite ‘‘ Chinese 
problem”’ from San Francisco to New- York 
they could not have been better pleased with 
the general outcome of things than they 
now must be. Whenever there was a re- 
port that a large company of Chinese had 
embarked from the Pacific for the Eastern 
States there was a rejoicing among those 
who thought that they had been misun- 
derstood by the people of the Atlantic 
border. The alleged discovery of dens 
of infamy in Mott-street, which al- 
most rivaled in wickedness and debauch- 
ery the slums of Cherry, Water, and 
Hester streets, was most comforting to 
our fellow-citizens in the Pacific States. 
‘* Now,” they said, ‘‘these Eastern senti- 
mentalists will see that the Chinaman should 
be driven out and kept out of the country.” 
The indignant Irish missionaries who scent- 
ed out the “‘opium joints’’ and traced the 
wicked Chinaman home to his den of in- 
famy rose up as one man and demanded 
that the Chinese should go. This was in 
approved Pacific coast style. Now they 
have found a Chinese doctor on board a 
steamer arriving from Brazil and have 
promptly put him into quarantine. 

The Chinese immigration law was in- 
tended for the Pacific States. So few Chi- 
nese arrive at Atlantic ports that it would 
hardly have been worth while to consider 
them at all. But as no law of the Republic 
can be made applicable to one section of the 
country to the exclusion of all other sections, 
the statute regulating the immigration of 
Chinese must be enforced in New-York, 
where ten or twelve Chinamen arrive each 
year, as in San Francisco, where they land in 
‘* hordes,” as we are credibly informed. 
Dr. ABEL Sein was born in China. He 
is a highly educated man, and as secre- 
tary to Bishop VoLentest, of Honan, China, 
has been traveling in Europe and South 
America during the past five years. The 
prelate referred to is the Catholic Bishop of 
Paleopolis and Vicar Apostelic of Honan. 
The law regulating the entry of Chinese 
passengers requires that the master of a ves- 
sel entering any port of the United States 
with Chinese persons on board shall file a 
list of such passengers in the Custom-house, 
and the Collector of the Port, or one of his 
deputies, shall visit the vessel and see if the 
list corresponds with the description of said 
passengers. The object of this provision is 
to prevent the landing of any coulies. or la- 
borers, skilled or unskilled, the immigration 
of such persons being prohibited. 


It could hardly be expected that a vessel 
trading between this port and Rio Janeiro 
would carry contraband Chinamen. As 
well might one look for yellow fever from 
Kamschatka or scurvy from the West In- 
dies. The master of the Brazilian trader was 
astounded when confronted with the decla- 
ration that the Confucian Professor’ on his 
ship could not land until his pedigree was 
satisfactorily established in satisfaction of 
the demands of the law. Accordingly, the 
lone Chinaman, Dr. Surx, or Prof. Sar 
Carn Son, togive the gentleman’s full name, 
was embargoed, so to speak, on the steamer 
that brought him to this port. He was not 
permitted to leave the vessel until his char- 
acter was Satisfactorily vouched for. It will 
be seen, then, that the dearest wish of the Cali- 
fornia opponents of Chinese immigration is 
fulfilled. We have the Chinese scourge, as it 
is usually called, in California, in the shape 
of Dr. Sarn Curry Son, who has been put 
into quarantine, and in the revelations of 
wickedness in Mott-street we have a glimpse 
of the moral leprosy (as the phrase goes) 
which the Mongolians carry everywhere 
with them.. To be sure, Dr. Sarn repre- 
sents but one man. He may be the precur- 
sor of hordes of Asiatics. But the country 
is safe as long as vigilant revenue officers in- 
sist that every Chinaman who seeks to land 
in New-York is not a laboring man, but a 
mere gentleman intent on business, curios- 
ity, or pleasure. 


MORE HERESY. 

Heresy seems to be almost as widely dif- 
fused as malaria. It is constantly breaking 
out in the most unexpected places. Scarce- 
ly has the uproar over the heresies of the 
Rev. Heser Newton subsided when the 
‘‘Twenty-ninth Congregational Church’ of 
Potterville is attacked with heresy, to the 
immediate and probably permanent loss of 
its prosperity. 

The society in question has just enjoyeda 
season of uninterrupted prosperity. Since 
its regular Fall opening, in September last, 
ithas given forty-two entertainments, not 
including divine service performed on two 
distinct occasions by ministers passing 
through the town, who kindly volunteered 
for the purpose. The entertainments were 
all of a character worthy of a first-class 
business church, and in no case did the ex- 
penses equal the receipts. The ‘‘ Twenty- 
ninth Congregational Church’’ had during 
most of the Winter season to endure the 
competition of an exceedingly well-man- 
aged Methodist rival. otterville would 
be thought by some persons to be too 
small to support two business churches, 
but it is undeniable that both the rival 
houses made money -until the Method- 
ist establishment failed in consequence of a 
fire which consumed the expensive proper- 
ties of a grand magic-lantern spectacle which 
was about to be produced. This happened 
late in February, and since that time the 
receipts at the Congregational house have 
never fallen below $90, and on one occasion, 
when a combined tableau and ice-cream 
entertainment was given, reached the large 
sum of $354. 

About two weeks ago, just after a suc- 
cessful strawberry festival, the Managing 
Committee of the ‘‘ Twenty-ninth Congre- 
gational Church’’ uvdertook to produce the 
Broom Drili spectacle, latterly so popular 
through the country, and for that purpose 
engaged the ‘‘John Calvin Broomstick 
Combination’’—a company consisting of 45 
young ladies, all of whom are experienced 
and. capable artists. The- spectacle was 
placed on the platform with the thorough- 
ness characteristic of the house, and al- 
though speculators sold tickets at three 
times the usual price, every seat was occu- 
pied. The proficiency of. the company in 
the drill act left nothing to be desired. and 


the singing of Miss Geneva Knox, who sang 
the famous ‘‘J’aime les militaires’’ from 
the ‘‘Grand Duchess,’’ was enthusiastically 
applauded. /Pecuniarily the affair was a 
brilliant success, but on the following day a 
formal charge of heresy was brought against 
the managers by Deacon Bradford, who was 
elected to the Deaconate six weeks ago. 


The specification under the charge of 
heresy was to the effect that the managers 
had knowingly and willfully permitted the 
ladies of the ‘‘John Calvin Broomstick 
Combination’ to appear in red stockings. 
Deacon Bradford maintained that red stock- 
ings are one of the worst errors of the Ro- 
man Church, and that to substitute them for 
the pure white stockings of Protestantism in 
a spectacle produced in an orthodox evan- 
gelical business church is to cast contempt 
upon Protestantism and to lead the minds of 
the young and ignorant into Romanism. 

The accused managers maintain that there 
is nothing in the creed of the ‘‘ Twenty-ninth 
Congregational Church’’ which condemns 
red stockings, and that a member of the so- 
ciety may not only gaze upon, but may actu- 
ally wear, red stockings without being guilty 
of heresy; that the red stockings worn 
by the ‘“‘John Calvin Broomstick Com- 
bination’’ were advertised by colored posters 
several days in advance of the entertain- 
ment, and no objection was then made to 
them by any one; that the pecuniary suc- 
cess of the entertainment was unquestion- 
ably largely due to the red stockings, and 
that if religious freedom is to be cramped by 
the success of bigots like Deacon Brad- 
ford, no church can carry on its business 
for six months—not to speak of paying divi- 
dends. 

The accused managers are to be brought 
to trial for heresy next October, and in the 
meantime the ‘‘ Twenty-ninth Congrega- 
tional Church’”’ will be closed, although it 
can be hired by worldly people for balls and 
other non-religious entertainments. Itisa 
great pity that a thriving business church 
should have its prosperity checked in this 
sudden and painful way, and it is earnestly 
to be hoped that the efforts of Deacon Brad- 
ford will be in vain, and that Potterville 
will not be long deprived of its favorite 
place of amusement. 





SENTIMENTAL SQUEAMISHN ESS. 

Senator MAHONE joins his colleague, Sen- 
ator-elect RIDDLEBERGER, in asserting that 
the results of the recent county elections in 
Virginia were generally favorable to the Re- 
adjuster Party. He is reported as having 
made the following statement: ‘‘ With 
proper encouragement and not too much 
entimental squeamishness we can carry 
Virginia against the Bourbon candidate for 
President next year.”’ 
Of course, the Senator does not expect 
that his plans in Virginia will be upset by 
anything that can be called ‘‘ sentimental 
squeamishness”’ in the ranks of his asso- 
ciates and followers. They will not dis- 
appoint him by indulging in ‘‘squeamish- 
ness’’ or in ‘‘sentiment.’’ Their ways, like 
his, are those of ‘‘ practical politics.’’ It 
must be, therefore, that he applies these 
words to the opinions and acts of those who 
have expressed their disapproval of his polit- 
ical methods. 
Searing in mind the coarse arguments of 
his newspaper organs and the kind of ma- 
chinery by which he has sought to control 
Virginia, we may assume that those were 
unwilling that the politics of a State should 
be controlled by Federal offices were guilty 
of ‘‘sentimental squeamishness.’’ Those 
who flirected attention to the fact that 
the Senator himself, if had taken 
part in the levying and collection of 
political assessments at the Norfolk 
yard, was guilty of a violation of 
a law recently enacted, must also be re- 
garded by the Senator as ‘‘squeamish’’ and 
‘‘sentimental.”? But if the term can be ap- 
plied to these persons it must also be ap- 
plied by the Senator to that officer of the 
Cabinet who is said to have determined that 
the investigation of Mr. Drzenporr’s 
charges shall be thorough and exhaustive. 
Can it be that Mr. CHANDLER has become 
sentimentally squeamish”’ in politics? 
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NZARLY A PANIC. 

What might have been a worse tragedy 
than that of the Brooklyn bridge very nearly 
occurred at Chicago the other day. Some 
15,000 persons were assembled to witness a 
performance of BARNUM'Ss circus, when one 
of the elephants undertook to vary the en- 
tertainment by a special performance not set 
down on the programme. Among the fea- 
tures of this performance seems to have been 
the chasing of the women charioteers 
around the ring, and as it was prob- 
able that this would be followed by 
an attempt on the part of the elephant, 
with the support and encouragement of the 
other animals, to ‘‘clean out’’ the tent, the 
audience rose and rushed toward the doors. 
Happily both the elephant and the audience 
listened to a sober second thought, and the 
threatened panic was averted. It was, how- 
ever, by the merest chance that a tragedy 
was avoided, and it is strange that no panic 
has as yet seized upon any one of the vast 
throngs which BARNum’s circus calls to- 
gether. It takes very little to throw 
a crowd of fifteen or twenty thousand 
people isto a panic at any time, and 
the facilities, in point of elephants and 
other impulsive beasts, for initiating a panic 
which are possessed by the Greatest Show 
on Earth are exceptionally great. If Mr. 
Barnvm is as wise as he is popularly sup- 
posed to be, he will take every possible 
measure not only to prevent a panic among 
his audiences but to enable them when 
panic-stricken to escape with rapidity and 
ease. We all knew after the Brooklyn 
bridge panic had taken place what ought to 
have been done to render it impossible, but 
it will not do for Mr. Barnum to wait untila 
like disaster has happened in his circus tent 
before he discovers what he ought to do.

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It appears that the respectable citizens of 
Dodge City. Kan., for whom the public has beea 
beguiled of some sympathy, are purely bypotheiti- 
cal. The assumption that there must be some 
respectable citizens in a town of several thousand 
inhabitanta is purely gratuitous, as was shown in 
the well-known case of Sodom. If the Lor family 
had inhabited Dodge City they would have 
been described as “inveterate oranks.” It ia 
in these disrespectful terms that those in- 
habitants of Dodge City are described in 
& press dispatch who “say that gambling 
shall not be resumed,” although “the better and 
more liberal class believe that its suppression will 
injure the business interests of the town this 
Summer.” A town in which gambling“is a leading 
industry, which must not be attacked by persong 
interested in the municipal prosperity, may as well 
be left to ex-Sheriffs and people ‘‘ with a record.”

RAILWAY WORK AND PLANS 


NEW ROUTE FROM THE NORTEH- 
WEST TO THE SOUTH. 
COMPLETION OF THE WESTERN NORTH CaRO- 
LINA AND LOUISVILLE AND NASHVILLE 

KAILROAD SYSTEZM. 

RAveicnH, N. C., June 8.—The completion of 
the Western North Carolina and Lonisville and 
Nasbville Railroads has opened up a through line, 
to be known as the French Broad route, between 
the North-west and the Southern States. Trains 
now run over the Western North Carolina from 
Goldsboro to the Warm Springs, and from there 
over the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
Road, and then over the Louisville and Nashville 
Road to Louisville, making connection at 
the latter point with a fast train to Chi- 
cago. Heretotore travelers have been ¢om- 
pelled to go round by Chattanooga or 


by Lynchburg in order to come south, and to reach 
the North-west from any of the Southern States. 
The completion of the Western North Carolina 
Road down the French Broad River Valley and 
the Louisville and Nashville opensa direct through 
line by which Fiorida can be reached forthe Win- 
ter, and by which the Warm Springs in Madison 
County, 2 noted Summer resort, and that portion 
of this State West of the Blue Ridge, which is the 
Switzerland of America, and is rapidly growing 
into prominence as a place for Summer travel and 
recreation, can be reached by all rail travel very 
soon. Cars will be put on at Charleston, 3. C., 
whieh will run through to Louisville by way of 
Statesville, N. C., and over the Western North 
Carolina Road without change. Pullman sleeping 
cars are attached to all night trains. It 
now appears that the French Broad route, 
through the Blue Ridge at the Paint Rok 
Gap. is the key to the passenger travel and freights 
from the great North-west to the South and from 
the Southern States to the North-west. The Rich- 
mond and Danville Company believes the 44 miles 
of its road down the French Broad River by Paint 
Rock is destined, by virtue of its geographical 
position, to become enormously sdvantageous 
to the whole country. Great benefits are expected 
by the people of this State from this through line, 
which has been one of their hobbies for the past 
30 years. - 


COAL ROADS COMBINING. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 8.—The Record to- 
morrow will publish the following: * Conferences 
recently held between representatives of the 
Philadelphia and Reading, Jersey Central, and 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad 
Companies regarding the futare of the coal combi- 
nation have assumed a practical shape. An offi- 
cer of two of these companies stated toa represen- 


tative of the /?ecord to-day that these three compa- 
nies control 54 43-100 per cent. of the entire anthra- 
cite coal production, and the dictation of the 
combination will devolve upon the officers of 
these companies. ‘They have been notified by the 
Lehigh Valley that that company will act in 
harmony with them, and the Pennsylvania 
Coal Company, which has hitherto been the recal- 
citrant member of the combination, aiso gives no- 
tice that it is willing to enter the combination 
upon reasonable terms, It is understuod that the 
different coal Presidents will meet during the 
month of July and arrange the Winter sehedule or 
programme. In conversation with a prominent 
railroad official upon this subject, Mr. Gowen re- 
cently stated that the combination was net intend- 
ed to be arbitrary, but merely to protect the in- 
terests of those who were in its membership, to 
hold the trade in good shape, and strengthen weak 
points. Under such a management he was 
confident that over 30,000,000 tons would 
be mined this year and marketed at 
cireular rates. Toe agents of several of the Jead- 
ing producing companies bad a meeting in this 
city to-day to compare notes before the articles of 
agreement were signed. At this meeting it was 
developed that the production this year to date 
was 1.500,000 tons in excess of that of last year, and 
that the supplies on hand were not at all excessive, 
The agreement between the Reading Railroad 
Company. as lessee of the Jersey Centrai Railroad 
Company, and the Lehigh Navigation Company 
has been signed by the Presidents of both of these 
companies, and is now in New-York await- 
ing the signature of the Jersey Central Rail- 
road President’s, and this will be obtained to- 
morrow, when the Reading Company will 
have absolute control of 44 21-100 of the anthra- 

ite production. The agreement is the same which 
has been published, giving the Lehigh and Susque- 
hanna a guarantee of a minimum and a maximum 
revenue under the lease.

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BARNUM’S WHITE ELEPHANT, 


jncincecedictl Seas 
THE NEWLY ACQUIRED SIAMESE CURIOSITY 
REPORTED TO BE DEAD. 

P. T. Barnum, the showman, was at the 
Windsor Hotel last night, on his way from Chicago, 
where he left Jumbo and the rest of his show, to 
his home in Bridgeport, Conn. ‘“‘Let thy servant 
depart in peace,” he said, “but nefore I go—and I 
hope to remain a long time yet—l want a white 
elephant.” Mr. Barnum felt confident that a white 
elephant and a spotted elephant were on their 
way to this country with a lot of other 
elephants for him. They were expected to 
arrive at San Fraf¥isco July 1, and his 


partner, J. A. Bailey, was going to meet the 
ship there. The egent, J. B. Gaylord, secured 
a personal interview with the Kingof Siam, but 
opened negotiations directly with the Prime Min- 
ister. The potentates and the people were wrought 
up toa great state of indignation by the proposal 
to take one of the beasts which they worshiped 
away. The United States Consul at Bangkok 
wrote Mr. Barnum that if he had been there when 
the proposition was made it was doubtful if his life 
would have been safe. Whenever a white ele- 
pbant is brought to the King of Sium it is the cus- 
tom to present the person bringing the beast a sum 
equal in American money to a few thousand dollars 
and make a nohbieof him. Several Siamese men 
went to Mr. Gaylord and told him that they knew 
of a white elepnant belonging toa rajah, or some 
other individual, which they could get. They 
wanted $100,000 in English gold on its delivery at 
Moulmein, in the British Burmab. Gaylord has 
said that he would take the animal only in British 
possessions. It wasa hazardous undertaking. The 
men would have totrave! six weeks with the white 
elephant. They could only drive him under 
cover of darkness on acconnt of the 
fear of trouble, and would be obliged 
to rest during the day for that reason. Sam 
Nickerson, a Connecticut Yankee, volunteered to 
go. The rajah preferred cash to a title, so a 
bargain was struck whereby $25,000 was to be paid 
at Moulmein and the remaining $75,090 at San 
Francisco. Buddhist priests were to aceompany 
them. Gaylord cabled Mr. Barnum early in May 
that the white elephant bed arrived safely at Moul- 
mein and that he had secured a spotted elephant for 
about $25,000. He added that he would errive at 
San Francisco July 1. The next day a dispatch 
came saying that Gaylord had been arrested for 
stealing the white wephens. bat subsequently that 
he had been acquitted. Nothing more was heard 
from Gaylord. Two or three days afterward a dis- 
patch was printed in a newspaper saying that a 
white elephant belonging to a cireus had died at 
the place where Gaylord was supposed to be. 
Builey said that was a ruse of Gaylord’s to silence 
the natives. Mr. Barnum said if a white elephant 
really did die as reported it must bave been his, bat 
in that case Gaylord would have been apt to 
inform him. At ary rate, the spotted elephant 
was all right. ‘he animais were to be finally 
shipped at Singapore. In the lot was an elephant 
whose tusks ran on the ground like the runners of 
a sleigh and curled up. Gen. U. 8. Grant told Mr. 
Barnum that the King of Siam had an elephant of 
this description. The greatest fear now is the pas- 
sage over the uator. Ex-Mayor Warner, of 
Lansing, Mich., who negotiated for Jumbo; Ele- 
phant Bill, and a man named Buel, of St. Louis, 
went to Russia to geta white elephant belonging 
to the Czar in the Zoological Gardens. It was 
to the ruler of Russia in part consideration 

Tr surrendering some territory that had been 
taken from another country—Siam. Mr. Barnum 
was of the opinion that Elephant Bill tested the 
beast and thought it was a black elephant troubled 
with scurvy; so the men came back. The Czar 
offered to let the beast go fora year. Mr. Barnum 
wanted him fortwo years. Mr. Barnum was not 
so sure that afterall he wasa genuine white ele- 

hant. If there had been no count he could have 

een secured for two years.

RECELESS USE OF PISTOLS BY A CAR-THIEF’S 
ASSOCIATES. 

Yesterday afternoon Detective Joseph Tim- 
mins, of the Hudson River Railroad police, saw 
Robert Harris, of No. 555 West Forty-second-street, 
ayoung thief, who robs railroad cars, slip out 
of a store kept by John Par, at No, 640

THE WORK OF THURSDAY'S STORM, 


HOUSES AND CATTLE STRUCK BY LIGHTNING 
—-CROPS INJURED. 

Easton, Penn., June 8.—Both this county 
and the surrounding country were visited yester- 
day afternoon by the heaviest thunder-storm 
known here for years. The residence of Henry 
Douglass was badly damaged by lightning.

GEORGE GOULD’S MISSION. 
‘ —_—o——- 

THE ASSERTION THAT 50,000 SHARES OF 
WESTERN UNION ARE GOING TO LONDON. 
No one would believe yesterday that George 

Gould had gone to Omaha on a hunting and fishing 

expedition, whether it was true or not. In quar- 

ters where the truth ought to be known it was un- 
hesitatingly asserted that he had gone to England 
to puta block of 50,000 shares of Western Union 
stock on the market there. His father, it was 
said, did not tell him that he wanted him to go 
until a few hours before the sailing of the Abys- 
sinia, on which he was reported to have taken pas- 


sage Tuesday. Georgo was raid to have asked 
Cyrns W. Field, Jr., to go with him, but the latter 
pleaded his inability on account of the short 
time allowed in which to prepare for the trip. 
- It was generally believed that the reason George 
was chosen to go was because he was a member 
of both the Stock and Law Committees of the 
Western Union Company and would be less apt 
to be missed than any one else. One of the objeets 
of the visit of Dr. Norvin Green, the President of 
the Western Union, to England was to secure the 


listing of the stock on the London Stock Exchange - 


and to arrange for some house to act as the finan- 
cial agent of theeompany. A syndicate was rey 
ported several months ago to be ready to take 
enough of the stock to start trading in it. Jay 
Gould was supposed simply to have sent George 
over to put the stock in Dr. Green’s hands or in 
hands prépored to receive it. and to act in bis 
official capacity if the transaction required him to 
do so. Little was talked about yesterday outside 
of the mystery eurrounding the movements of 
young Gouln. 

A gentleman familiar with Gould’s connection 
with Western Union said Gould held two-thirds or 
$10,000,000 of the $15.000,000 of American Union 
stock when that company was merged with the 
former. The American Union stock cost him 3344 
The capital stock of the Western Union was 
$40.000,000 at the time, of which $7,000,000 was 
in the Treasury. A stock dividend was declared 
by the Western Union increasing the capital to 

,000,000. Gould bought a majority of the ont- 
standing $33,000,000 of Western Unton at from 7644 
to par. At that rate it was computed that bis 
stock in the company cost him from 55 to 60, 
but not over 60. The gentleman expressed 
his belief that Gould had nearer $50,000,000 
of the stock than $40,000,000. When 
he was maturing his plan to sell the lines of the 
company to the Government, taking the pay in 
8 per cents, he had nearly all the stock. That was 
the reason he had been a bull on a bear market for 
two years, Gould could spare all the English 
market called for and still have more than he 
needed or wanted. The estate of the late ex- 
Gov. Morgana had only 18,000 or 20,000 shares, and 
the third largest holder less than 10,000. 
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RETURN OF A RUNAWAY INSOLVENT.

VICE-PRESIDENT PALMER TELLING WHAT 
HAS BEEN DONE AND WHAT IT I8 PRO- 
‘ POSED TO DO. 

Nearly a hundred actors and managers of 
the City theatres assembled on the stage of Wal- 
Jack's Theatre yesterday afternoon at the second 
‘pnnual meeting of the Actors’ Fund of America. 
‘Among those gathered on the stage probably the 
most venerable was Benjamin Baker, who was 
years ago stage manager of Mitchell's old theatre. 
Others present were William Davidee, Harry 
Edwards, John Jack, Edward Harrigan, Maze 
‘Edwards, Charlies White, Thomas Keene, David 
Anderson, John A. Stevens, John P. Smith, 
Wesse Williams, Frank Murtha, Managers William 
Menderson, Daniel Frohman, of the Madison- 
Bauare Theatre; Harry Miner, Col. William E. 
Sinn, of the Brooklyn Park Theatre; A. M. Palmer, 
‘tate manager of the Union-Square, and C. H. Mal- 
‘Jory, one of the proprietors of the Madison-Square. 

In the absence of Lester Waliaek, the President, 
Mr. A. M. Palmer, First Vice-President, called the 
meeting to order. He congratulated the gentle- 
men present upon the success which had attended 
their efforts. ** The report of the Secretary,” said 
Mr. Palmer, “ will show that the Actors’ Fund, dur- 
ing the first year of its existence, has extended 


liberal and practical succor to a large number of 
the sick and helpless of eur guild, while it has 
given to others decent and Cnristian burial, 
who, but for its timely action, would either 
have been interred in paupers’ graves or 
have been laid to rest at the expense of 
a charity widely known and advertised. The 
Trustees have done all their work quietly, and for 
the most part secretly. They began their labors 
under the conviction that the distress of members 
of the profession was not a fit subjeet to be made 
the property of the public.”” The receipts of the 
first benefits given to the fund in 1882, Mr. Palmer 
said, were found to be in excess of ite necessities 
in the work of relief, and the Trustees thought it 
wise to establish a sinking fund, which coulda be 
used by and by, when it should become large 
enough, in the establishment of seme kind of an in- 
stitution which should be of lasting benefit to 
the profession at large. The receipts from the 
secend annual benefits netted only about 
$16,000, which, although not so great a sum as was 
hoped for, was still large, considering the adverse 
viroumstances under which it was raised, the day 
chosen for the matinées being an unusually bad 
one. “ This sum.” said the speaker, * judging from 
our experience last year. will not be largely in ex- 
cess of the amount which we sizall require to meet 
the wants of beneficiaries during the year. Many 
persons in robust bealtb,” he eontinued, ‘‘who 
are distressed have called on us for aid, but real 
Bs may be the distress, and wortiry as may be the 
npplicante, we do not feel that they come within 
the scope of the fund, and we have been compelled 
to refuse their appeals. We do not feel that we 
have any richt to use the money of the fund to pay 
railroad fares for stranded comranies or actors 
left on the road, even thouch they have been the 
innocent victims of dishonest managers. Todo so 
would be to put a premium on bad management 
aud dishonest dealing. [Applause.] An associa- 
tion similar to our own in England has established 
a loan fund, which may be drawn on, within cer- 
tain limitations, for such works of charity as this, 
and the Trustees have been studying the system. 
Something of the kind may eventually be adopted 
and made a part of the Actors’ Fund, but we must 
make haste slowly in assuming new burdens.” 

Daniel Frohman, Secretary of the fund, then read 
his teport of the work of the year. The total ro- 
ceipts up to and including June7, 1883, amounted 
to $57.392 75. This included, in aadition to the 
amount netted by the two annual benefits and the 
nanual dues, $400 for life membersbips, $1.405 from 
gifts, and $1,845 08 for interest on the invested 
tunds. The disbursements for the year amounted 
to $14,143, 28, of which $12.349 07 were expended 
Pewee the sick and burying the dead, and the 

lance was for necessary expenses, paying for 
the charter, fitting up the offices of the fund 
{no Harrigan and Hart's Theatre, advertising 
the benefits, and misceHZaneous items. The 
‘balance in the hands of the Treasurer, 
is $43.249 47. of which $85,545 was invested in 
United States 4 per cemts. of the par value of 
$35,000, and $7,704 47 is deposited in the Bank of 
the Metropolis. During the year 400 sick and help- 
less actors and actresses heawe been aided in sums 
of $7 per week and upward ; 32 professionals have 
been buried in different parts of the country, and 
many sick and disabled actors have been sent to 
their homes injdifferent partswof the United States— 
three Englishmen having been sent home to Eng- 
land, and one German to Germany. The report 
wvas approved, and Mr. Frohman then read the re- 
port of the Treasurer, Theodore Moss, which gives 
the same figures as that of the Secretary, and was 
also adopted. 

Befere proceeding to the election of officers, 
those present not members were invited to qualify 
themselves for voting by paying the annual dues of 
$2, andin 15 minutes 40 new members were added 
to the roll of the association and $80 was col- 
igeted.

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THE VIOLENT EXCITEMENT CAUSED BY A 
DRAGON FLY. 4 

A dragon fiy, or “‘devil’s darning needle,” 
alighted on a littie girl's head in the Primary De- 
partment of Grammar Sehoel No. 25 at Nos. 826 
to 832 Fifth-street, yesterday afternoon, and her 
sbriek of disgust and alarm impelled another child 
toory “Fire!” The scholars in the primary de- 
partment became panic-stricken, and apprehension 
was created in the other departments, so that the 
teachers were sorely tried. but the panic was over 
in from five to six minutes, and no one was in- 
jured. The schooi-house is a three-story building, 


well constructed, the balls and stairs are wide. and 
all doors open outwardly. At the time of the 
panic there were 967 boys and girls in the primary 
department on the second floor, under Miss Emma 
A. Knapp and 17 assistants; 560 girls in the Girls’ 
Grammar Sehool on the third floor, under Miss 
Hannah A. Sill and 12 assistants,and 530 boys in 
the Boys’ Grammar School on the fourth 
floor, under Mr. R. H. Pettigrew and 5 male and 
11 female assistants—a total of 2,057 scholara. 
Ata reeent * fire drill’ all of the children left the 
school witkout a hitch or a mishap in two minutes 
and forty seconds, but the accident last Winter at 
the Redemptionist Sehool in Ffourth-streét had 
made a prefund impre-sion on the more nervous 
of, them, and they were easily startled. When the 
startling cry was uttered the doors and windows 
were open in all the class-rooms, and the children 
in the main room of the primary department 
rashed toward the doors, and from 25 to 20 boys and 
girls escaped by them and clattered down stairs, 
crying and uttering exclamations of alarm. The 
noise of the children rising and running for the 
doors in the main reom was heard in the other 
classes on the eecond floor and in the boys’ and 
girls’ grammar departments, but the teachers were 
able to bar exit and eommand order before a child 
escaped. Miss Knapp and her assistants held the 
doors as soon as possible, but they had to battle 
with the excited children while fearing an invasion 
from their parents and friends. When the excite- 
ment was at its height a little boy of 11, whose 
name is supposed to be Fritz Schultz, criea out:

Meanwhile news 
that there was a panic in the school reached the 
street, and excited fathers and mothers rushed 
there, and ina few minutes a crowd of 2,000 per- 
sons had coliected. Fortunately, Officer Thomas 
Raywood, of the Seventeenth Precinct, informed 
Sergeant Welsing that there was trouble at the 
school, and they, with about 20 officers and Fore- 
man Sheridan, Assistant Foreman Hicks, and six 
men of Engine Company No. 25, went to the 
school and held the crowd in check. Detective 
Weinberg, of Inspector Murray's staff. who 
was passing, also made himself useful. 
In the rear of the school are the three-story tene- 
ments Nos. 115 to 119 East Fourth-street, the roofs 
of which are level with the window-sills of the 
third floor of tke school-house. When the girls in 
the grammar department were alarmed they 
talked excitedly at the windows in the rear. 
Heary Friese and Jobn Grosse, who were in the 
tenement No. 117 East Fourth-street. believing 
them tv be in peril, procured a shutter from E. 
Bernhardt, an organ-tunerio the front building, 
and made a bridge of it over an alleytvay between 
the tenement-house and the school by resting the 
ends on the roof of the former anda windowssiil 
of the Jatter, and took from 15 to 20 girls out be- 
fore they were stopped. As soon as the panic was 
over the school was dismissed.

COMMISSIONER DUNCAN’S SONS. 





THEIR SALARIES AS THEIR FATHER’S DEPU- 
TIES OBJECTED TO A8 EXCESSIVE. 

When the annual report of Snipping Com- 
missioner C. C. Duncan was presented to the 
United States Circuit Court for approval, United 
States District Attorney Root objected that exces- 
sive salaries were paid by the Commissioner to his 
sons as deputies. It appeared from the testimony 
taken before the Master appointed to examine the 


report that the reeeipts of the office were about 
$20,000 a year, and thatof this amount not more 
than $2,000 or $8,000 had found its way into the 
United States Treasury in 10 years. The receipts 
last year were $22,521 50. The pay-roil aggregated 
$19,673 89. Among the items for salaries were the 
following: C.C. Duncan. $5,000; Frederick Dur- 
can, Deputy Commissioner, $3.648 30; George F. 
Duocan, Deputy Commissioner, $3,648 30; IL 
Belcher Clark, $960; James F. Shields, janitor and 
engineer, $440; P, J, Corcoran, messenger, $166; 
F. Holtan, clerk, $655; C. A. Henke and 
J. Ramsford, outlaw officers, $725. In a let- 
ter to Judge Wallace, Mr. Root said that 
“the practice by which the Shipping Commissioner 
divides Hd the fees of the office among the mem- 
bers of his own family was one which would be 
generally and properly regarded as an abuse, and 
which would naturally tend to bring both the 
Shipping Commiesioner and the court, under 
whose supervision he acts, into discredit.” 
In conversation with. Mr. Benedict, counsel for 
Mr. Duncan, since the matter came before Judge 
Wallace, the District Atterney ascertained the na- 
ture of the duties performed by the three sons of 
Mr. Dunean, and in bis opinion *‘their father is 
paying them for the performance of such duties 
very much more than they would receive for ser- 
vices of asimilar character under either our Fea- 
eral, State, or municipal system or in any private 
business. I cannot doubt,” he says, “‘ that compe- 
tent persons not members of Mr. Duncan’s family 
could be found glad to perform the same services 
for half the money or less; nor can I doubt that 
the Shipping Commissioner himself would fill their 
places with competent clerks at smalier salaries 
were his judgment not affected by his parertal re- 
lations to the persons employed.” 

Judge Wallave rendered a decision in the case 
yesterday in which hesays: ‘While itis not just 
to indulge a presumption against the honesty and 
propriely of the action of the Shipping Commis- 
sioner mereiy because these -salaries are paid to 
his sons, who were made deputies by his own ap- 
pointment, still the Shipping Commissioner must 
concede that the circumstance that these salaries 
are adjusted upon a flexible scale which increases 
or decreases them so that in connection with the 
other expenses of the office they always absorb 
the entire receipts, is weil calcalated to excite un- 
favorable criticism. It is not strange, therefore, 
notwithstanding the action of this court on former 
occasions, that the propriety of paying these sal- 
aries should be questioned again.’’ The court or- 
dered that the accounts be referred back to the 
Master to take proof and report explicitly upon the 
reasonableness of the aslaries paid by the Shipping 
Commissioner to his deputies upon notice to the 
United States Attorney and with leave to the 
United States Attorney to introduce testimony.

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‘AMUSEMENTS OF THE BOARD OF 
VISITORS. 

THE EXAMINATIONS—ONE OF THE EXCLU- 
SIVE PRIVILEGES OF THE BOARD— 
RIDING AND ARTILLERY PRACTICE. 

West Pornt, June 8.—Superintendent Mer- 
ritt presided over the Board of Examiners that sat 
in the Library Building this morning, questioning 
the members of the Second Class. When I went 
there to inquire about the programmestor the re- 
mainder of this week and the beginning of next, 
Prof. Peter 8S. Michie, in a blue coat and brass but- 
tons, was asking an unfortunate cadet about imagi- 
nary moons, eclipses of the sun and of stars, and 
latitude and longitude. The cadet, with a piece of 
chaik in his hand and a blackbeard in front of him 
to illustrate his remarks on. answered some very 
difficult questions with great promptness and with 
a readiness and ease that showed him not only to 
-be thoroughly familiar with the habits and cus- 
toms of imaginary moons, but also to be accus- 
tom ed to the questions of examining boards. When 
the Professor asked him whether we could have 
an eclipse of the sun whenever we wanted it, and 
be replied very decidedly that we could not, I was 
satisfied that he understood the subjeet. It 
is a great relief, upon approaching some 
dazzling officer here in shining epaulets 
and spotiess uniform to fina that he 
is not a Major-General or even a 
Colonel, but enly, as often happens, a Second 
Lieutenant or aninstructor. But from the Super- 
fntendent down to the last officer on the rolls they 
are polite aad attentive to visitors, and always 
ready to answer any reasonable questions. It 
would hardly be possible for a man to go through 
this training. I think, without coming out of it as 
much ot a gentleman as he is a soldier; and one of 
the most astonishing things to be seen here, to my 
mind, is the wonderful difference between the 
raw and gawky candidates who come here from 
everywhere for admission ;and the polished and 
graceful young men who are just about to 
graduate. I came up in the omnibus 
last night with a young western candi- 
date in a slouch hat and a linen duster, who poked 
the end of his sachel at me, and asked: ‘Say, will 
they let oe get through the gatesto go to High- 
land Falls?’’ with all the ease and familiarity of a 
rover of the plains. This young man, if he man- 
ages to get through will come out like the rest, 
straight and dignified and polite; but it must take a 
good four years of work to turn some of these 
omens candidates into full-blown butterfly 
cadets. 

Superintendent Merritt gave me a note of intro- 
duetion to Adjt.E. D. Hoyle, who has charge of 
the arrangements, and I found him in the riding 
bali watching the morning perfermances of the 
riding school. He was talking with Admiral Rodg- 
ers in one of the balconies and tryisg to provide 
seats for the lady visitors. He said that nothing 
definite had been arranged for further in advanoe 
than to-morrow. In the morning from 10 to 12 
there would be an exercise in spar bridge building, 
and in the afternoon at 5 o’clock a skirmis} drill. 

“* When wiil it be known what members of the 
graduating class have passed the final examination 
successfully and what members have failed?” I 
asked him. 

“Probably not definitely before Tuesday,” he 
replied. “ But itis safe to assume that the entire 
class of f2 members will graduate. That is usually 
the case, when a cadet gets safely through into his 
fourth year, he nearly always graduates. The 
hardest ange is in the second and third years, prin- 
ey e third ; and the cadets are well sifted be- 
fore they reach their last year. There have been 
oases of failure in the last examination. but they 
are very rare.”’ 

_My nearest neighbor on the balcony was a well- 
known society lady from Gramercy Park whose 
fondness for diamonds has become proverbial. 
She was dressed on this occasion in a heavy and 
akiny plum-colored silk dress, whose rustle sonnd- 
ed above the din made by the cadets. Down on 
the sawcust-covered floer of the riding school, 30 
or 40 cadets were having a regular young circus. 
They had just reached the great bareback act, and 
were taking the saddles from their horses. Inthe 
centre of the ring, if I may so eall it, was the 
mounted officer, and at the word of command two 
cadets rode up to him, pistol in hana. and then 
scampered off around the sides of the building. The 
exercise required each of them to fire his pistol as 
he passed a certain pvint with his horses on a run, 
then drop it, draw his sword and strike alittle 
leather pincushion on top of a post, a few steps 
farther on catch a small ring on the sword’s point, 
and then strike two morg leather cushions—all this 
with the horse going at full speed and without any 
saddle. Then, still without saddles, one cadet ran 
along by the side of exch mounted cadet and at 
the word mounted and sprang off again. remount- 
ed, and rode around in couples, the mounted men 
afterward changing places with those on foot, so 
that each man had his full share of the exercise. 
lt was hard work, and when they came out of it 
the cadets were puffing like so many porpoises. 
but it was beautifully done, and showed rare skill 
in horsemanship.

Itis well known 
that the sale of liquor is forbidden on the military 
reservation, and it is impossible to buy anything 
strenger than beer here unless you are in the ring 
or have a prescription from the Superintendent. 
They call it a permit, but it is the same as a pre- 
seripiion. The Board of Visitors have been fixed 
out with such a document, in effect somewhat 
after this style:

When I think of the delicately shaded noses I 
eee every morning on the piazza lam sure the Su- 
perintendent has. been ‘‘braced.” But what a 
touching spectacle it is; what an example of the 
goodness of human nature; what an illustration of 
almost superhuman forethought, that the Superin- 
tendent should thus have anticipated the wants of 
the Board of Visitors and sent over the prescrip- 
tion in advance ! I am sorry that our fellow-states- 
man, Mr. Howard Potter,the New-York member 
of the Board of Visitors, is left out of this racket, 
as he boards over at Crauston’s. 

Our hotel society here was “knocked out” in 
one round to-day by the appearance of several 
ladies clad in what I hear is the very latest wrinkle 
of fashion. It conaists of almost a complete 
leather harness, barring the bit and traces. 
I lost a great part of my dinner by making 
a careful study of one of these costumes, so 1 
hope my feeble efforts to describe it 
wii be appreciated.

MR. DONNELL’S GIFT TO ST. JOSEPH. 
s —_—_o 
4 NBW-YORK BANKER’S OFFER TO ESTAB- 
LISH A SCHOOL FOR FEMALES. 

Mr. R. W. Donnell, a wealthy banker of this 
City, has liberally offered to present to the citi- 
zens of St. Joseph, Mo., upon certain easy condi- 
tions, valuable hotel property to be eonverted into 
an educational institution for female students. 
The building known as the Patee House, formerly 
the World’s Hotel, and its grounds, which Mr. 
Donnell proposes to place in the hands of 
Trustees for this benevolent purpose, are 
said to be worth $100,000. In making this 
proposition Mr. Donnell’s only stipulations are 
that the citizens of St. Joseph shall raise $10,000 
for the furnishing of the building, that the Bap- 
tistsand friends of education in the State shall 
contribute within five years the sum of $50,000 as 
& permanent endowment fund, and that the Rev. 
E. 8. Dulin, a well-known worker in educational 
fields and an old and intimate friend of the donor, 
shail be permitted to serve as Superintend- 
ent of the eollege during the first five years 
or until such time as the $50,000 endow- 
ment shall have been secured. At the 
expiration of that period the institution 


shall pass under Baptist control. In a letter in 
which his proposition is freely discussed Mr. Don- 
nell wrote: ‘‘In placing it under the control of one 
denomination it is not my aim or wish to have it 

e sectarian in any sense, but it shall be free 
alike to the admission of all denominations, not 
confining the teachers to the Baptist church alone. 
I desire the best teachers to be secured. it making 
no difference to what church they belong. While 
my judgment favors a female college exclusively, 
yet this shall not beacondition. It may at some 
future time be considered wise to admit students 
of both sexes, Itis my object, with the eo-opera- 
tion of the public, to see this become to Missouri 
a blessing such as Vassar and Cooper Inmstiiute are 
to the United States. As this dullding is now in 
perfect repair and ready to be furnished you are 
authorized to submit my proposition to the public 
at once, that there may be time sufficient in which 
to fit it up for the Fall term.” 

The proposition is now before the residents of 
St. Joseph and her Board of Trade, and ner men of 
wealth kave taken it into consideration. Mr. Don- 
nell isa member of the banking firm of Donnell, 
Lewson & Simpson, at No. 102 Broadway. In 
speaking of this matter to a reporter yesterday he 
said: “I went into the St. Joe country when a boy 
in 1828, and when it was an Indian country entire- 
ly. At that time, I suppose, there were not more 
than 200 white persons in Buchanan Coynty; to- 
day there must be about 60,000, of whom 40.000 are 
living in St. Joseph City. I worked on a farm and 
did some trading in my younger years. When 
St. Joseph was first settled 1 moved in and con- 
tinued in business there for many years. I still 
have a bank in that city, and own near hy one of 
the finest farms, I believe, in that section—the 
same farm on which I labored when a a Ihave 
been in New-York for 13 years, but have lost none 
of. my attachment for the old spot. I have come 
into possession of this hotel property, and Ijam not 
only willing but also desirous of doing exactly as 
have proposed to the citizens of St. Joseph todo. 
I have an idea that the proposition will be accept- 
ed. Of course, if it isn’t, that ends the matter.”

ACTUAL ASSETS OF JESSE OAKLEY & CO. 

Schedules of Jesse Oakley & Co., manufac- 
turers of soap and perfumeries, who recently mude 
an assignment forthe benefit of creditors to Wil- 
liam H. Ames and Herman N. Vanderpoel, were 
filed in the Court of Common Pleas yesterday. The 
liabilities of tke firm are stated at $309,596 88; nomi- 
nal assets, $294,294 20, and actual assets, $160,635 35. 
Among the assets are good book accounts repre- 
senting $43,481 32; soap, perfumery, &e., of the 
nominal value of $77,609 56, and actual value of 
$65,491 92; real estate at Newburg nominally worth 
$51,344 86, and actually worth $19,360 76, and fao- 
tory fixtures ‘nominally worth $98,549 27, and actu- 
ally worth only $17,959 76. The remarkable dis- 


parity between the nominal and actual values is 
not speesifically explained. The principal creditors 
of Jesse Oakley & Co. are the banks, individuals, 
and firms preferred in the assignment, and whose 
names were published at the time the assignment 
was recorded.

The liabilities of Gustav 
Busch, assignor to Otto Pullich, are stated at 
$4,868 99; nominal assets, $8,612 86, and actual as- 
sets, $2 712 94. Busch was a cabinet-maker at No.

THE CHINESE PASSENGER OF THE 8TEAMER 
FINANCE PERMITTED TO LAND. 

Prof. Shin Chin Sun, the Chinese passenger 
on the steam-ship Finance, from Rio Janeiro, was 
alone with the steward when United States Cus- 
toms Officer Wynkoop boarded the vessel yester- 
day morning to investigate his case. The officer 
was unable to make the Chinaman urderstand his 
choice English, and therefore explained to the 
steward that he had been sent by Collector Robert- 
son to inform the master of the steam-ship and 
the Chinese passenger what the law was relating 


to the landing of Chinamen in United States ports. 
The act of Congress prohibiting Chinese immigra- 
tion provides that no Chinamen who are “ skilled 
or unskilled laborers or workers iu mines’’ shail 
be permitted to land. Masters of vessels are re- 
quired to submit to the Collectors of the ports 
where they may enter separate lists of their Chinese 
passengers, with personal descriptions and copies 
of the Chinamen’s passports. Presumably through 
ignorance Capt. Dillingham, of the Finance, neg- 
leeted to comply with this provision, and Collector 
Robertson only learned that there was a Chinese 
passenger on the steamer from the morning 
newspapers. Through the friendly intercession of 
the Chinese Consul in this City a certificate was 
made out during the day that satisfied the Col- 
lector that Shin Chin Sun was entitled to ¢ome 
ashore, he not being a “ luboror.”’ but private sec- 
retary of the Right Rev. D. Simeao Volonteri, 
Bishop of Paleopolis, and Apostolic Vicar of Honan, 
China. The studious Professor stepped off the 
Finance upon the Brooklyn pier yesterday noon, 
and soon afterward accompanied Bishop Volonter! 
to this City. They drove over the great bridge and 
went to the Sixteenth-street convent, where they 
will remain two or three days prior to their de- 
parture for China, via San Francisco.

PROF. HARTT'S REMAINS. » 

In a heavy wooden box which is lying in 
the sample-room of the.United States Public 
Stores, at Laight and West streets, are the remains 
of the late Prof. Charles Frederic Hartt, the emi- 
nent scientist, who died in Brazil on March 18, 1878. 


It arrived on the steamer Finance on Thursday 
from Rio de Janeiro, and up to last night 
had not been claimed by the widow. The re- 
mains were recently exhumed for a reburial 
in this country. The deceased man at one 
time was a Professor at Cornell Univer- 
sity, where a tablet has been eracted to his 
memory. His first visit to Brazil was made in 
1865. He returned again in 1867, in 1870, and for 
the last time in 1874. He spent nearly eight years 
in that eountry in scientific researches. In 1874 
he accepted an unofficial invitation from the Minis- 
ter of Agriculture to organize a systematic geolog- 
ical exploration of the coumtry. In the follow- 
ing May he organized the “Commissao Geolog- 
ica,” and explorations were begun in earnest. In 
1877 the work of the commission was suspended 
and the exploring parties called home. From that 
time until bis death the Professor labored unceas- 
ingly to save the commission and preserve its 
work, but, worn out by broken promises and 
anxiety, he was taken ill with a fever and never re- 
covered from the attack. The many works he 
published on Brazil are everywhere recognized as 
authorities, and have been of incalculable benefit 
to that country.
